The  theme  of  this  issue  of  Elizabethtown  magazine  is  “the  students.”  In 
1993,  as  in  any  year,  it  is  the  student  body  interacting  with  faculty  and 
administration  that  in  large  measure  shapes  the  character  of  the  College. 

In  this  issue,  the  students  are  looked  at  from  three  distinct 
perspectives  — what  students  ideally  should  gain  from  attending  a 
residential  college,  what  they  say  they  gained,  and  how  we  go  about 
selecting  the  students  who  enroll  in  the  College.

Next  in  this  issue,  the  students  themselves  share  how,  in  diverse 
settings  and  experiences,  this  College  has  had  an  impact  on  shaping  their 
outlooks  and  their  personal  development.  Through  interviews  and  in  their 
own  writings,  they  offer  insights  into  the  ways  their  involvement  in 
College  life  has  affected  their  growth,  attitudes,  and  maturity. 

In  a third  article,  Ronald  D.  Potier,  our  admissions  director,  takes  us 
through  the  admissions  process  of  selecting  a new  freshman  class  each 
fall.  He  explains  how  the  College  goes  about  the  competitive  task  of 
attracting  students  and  what  students  and  the  College  are  looking  for  in 
each  other. 

And,  as  is  customary  in  our  summer  issue,  you  will  find  a report  on  our 
Commencement  ceremony.  For  our  graduating  seniors,  it  is  the 
culmination  of  a rigorous  learning  process  and  a day  on  which  they 
experience  the  satisfaction  of  meaningful  achievement.  U.S.  Senator  Harris 
Wofford  of  Pennsylvania  spoke  on  issues  that  our  new  alumni  surely  will 
confront  — involvement  in  community  service  and  health  care  reform. 

I hope  you  enjoy  this  informative  issue  and  will  more  fully  understand 
who  our  students  are  and  appreciate  the  opportunities  they  have  to 
blossom  and  mature  in  the  residential  environment  of  Elizabethtown 
College.

The  Ideals  of  a 
Residential  College

hat  are  the  benefits  of  a residential  college?  What  is  its  special  mis- 
sion? How  well  does  Elizabethtown  College  fulfill  that  purpose? 

President  Gerhard  E.  Spiegler  reflected  this  spring  on  these  and 
other  issues  that  are  of  special  importance  to  the  College.  They  are 
several  in  a series  of  questions  the  faculty,  administration,  and 
trustees  are  considering  while  developing  a plan  for  the  College  for 
meeting  the  challenges  of  the  21st  Century. 

“In  the  best  of  all  worlds,”  Spiegler  observed,  “the  residential 
college  is  meant  to  be  a place  where  students  develop  increasing 
maturity  and  experience  the  sense  of  excitement  that  comes  from 
intellectual  and  social  interchange.” 

But,  he  believes,  few  American  residential  colleges  live  up  to  the 
theoretical  ideal  of  what  their  special  mission  is. 

“In  the  real  world,  too  often,  some  parents  park  their  children  at 
a residential  college,”  he  said  candidly.  “If  in  response,  the 
residential  college  simply  leaves  youngsters  to  their  own  devices 
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with  a couple  of  guards. ..then  I think  we  are  abandoning  them. 
“Sadly,  too  many  freshmen  come  to  college  thinking  they  have 
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finally  escaped  all  the  constraints  (and) 
this  is  one  last  fling  — to  overindulge  in 
adolescent  behavior,”  Spiegler 
observed.  “You  don’t  turn  an  immature 
18-year-old  who  has  been  living  at 
home  into  a mature  individual  just  by 
filling  out  a matriculation  slip  to  live  on 
a college  campus.” 

Youngsters  learn  to  think  and 
behave  like  adults  only  when  they  are 
treated  like  adults,  he  believes.  “So,  I 
think,  by  all  means  and  with  design,  we 
have  to  put  more  responsibility  on 
students.” 

Spiegler  said  Elizabethtown 
College  is  inherently  suited  to  guiding 
students  toward  moral  and  social 
responsibility  because  of  its  religious 
and  service  traditions.  He  is  pleased 
that  a large  number  of  students  take  to 
heart  the  College’s  motto,  “Educate  for 
Service.” 

“In  the  broadest  sense,  service 
activities  give  students  an  appreciation 
of  what  they  have,  and  offset  the 
penchant  of  adolescents  to  take 
themselves  too  seriously,”  he  said. 
“Helping  others  broadens  their 
horizons  and  further  develops  their 
willingness  to  give.” 

Spiegler  also  noted  that  students 
at  a residential  college  may,  for  the  first 
time,  be  exposed  to  cultural  and  racial 
diversity.  They  are  forced  to  live  with 
people  whose  attitudes  and  needs  are 
different  from  their  own.  They  begin  to 
learn  how  to  transcend  narrow 
perspectives  and  selfish  concerns. 

“A  residential  college  setting 
should  go  hand-in-hand  with  a well- 
rounded  liberal  arts  education.  It 
should  be  a place  where  what  is  learned 
in  the  classroom  spills  over  into  other 
areas,”  he  said. 

“Residential  colleges  give  young 
people  a protected  environment  in 
which  to  test  new  ideas,  establish  their 
own  values,  and  even  learn  how  to  have 
fun  — to  cultivate  the  capacity  to  enjoy 
good  music,  a good  dinner,  good 
conversation,  to  learn  how  to  be  a good 
friend,”  he  noted. 


He  stressed,  too,  that  liberal  arts 
schools  should  operate  with  the 
conviction  that  education  must  be  about 
helping  students  formulate  relevant 
questions  and  develop  the  ability  to 
think  for  themselves. 

In  comparison  to  the  American 
residential  college,  the  European 
university  focuses  almost  exclusively 
on  career  training,  he  pointed  out.  The 
presumption  is  that  the  students  are  at 
a level  of  adulthood  that  they  can 
manage  their  own  affairs,  and  that  they 
require  a minimum  of  guidance,  both 
intellectually  and  socially. 

Spiegler  believes  this  different 
attitude  is  one  cause  of  the  increasing 
pressure  for  residential  colleges  in  the 
United  States  to  “justify  the  kind  of 
expenditure  of  resources  we  spend  on 
ancillary  activities.” 

“If  we’re  going  to  spend  an  extra 
$10,000  a year  to  send  a son  or 
daughter  to  a residential  college,  what 
is  it  that  parents  expect  will  be  gained? 
Certainly,  it  is  not  just  to  get  the  son  or 
daughter  out  of  their  hair,”  he  said. 

“They  obviously  expect  the 
residential  college  experience  will  help 
their  youngsters  to  mature,  to  gain 
greater  focus  for  their  lives.  Thus,  I 
believe,  the  justification  for  the 
additional  expenditure  is  proportional 
to  the  educational  component  we  inject 
into  the  residential  living  situation.” 

The  College’s  Schreiber 
Quadrangle  — the  new  on-campus 
townhouses  for  120  seniors  — was 
created  largely  to  be  a serious 


community  of  intellectual  adventure 
and  inquiry  outside  the  classroom. 

‘The  two  faculty  families  that  live  in  the 
complex  are  a key  part  of  the  mix,” 
explained  Spiegler,  a former  professor 
himself  at  Haverford  College  and 
Temple  University. 

“Students  respect  faculty;  they  take 
cues  from  them.  Faculty  are  models  for 
the  student,”  he  said.  “For  example,  if 
we  offer  a piano  concerto  or  a special 
lecture  and  only  a handful  of  faculty 
show  up,  then  we  are  sending  a wrong 
message  to  our  students.” 

Spiegler  stressed  that  a student’s 
education  at  a residential  college  must 
go  beyond  academics.  “There  is  an 
entire  intellectual  and  cultural 
dimension  at  a residential  college  that 
goes  beyond  the  classroom,”  he 
explained.  “In  the  classroom,  the 
emphasis  is  still  largely  focused  on  the 
individual.  But,  education  at  the 
residential  college  should  develop  a 
communal  spirit. ..it  should  teach  young 
people  to  live  as  individuals  in  a 
community.” 

He  added:  “One  purpose  of  college 
activities,  either  on  or  off  campus,  is  to 
provide  meaningful  opportunities  for 
students  to  develop  both  leadership  and 
teamwork  abilities. 

“Anybody  who’s  ever  participated 
in  a team  sport  soon  learns  you  can’t  be 
always  looking  out  for  yourself,” 
Spiegler  said.  ‘The  same  thing  is  true  in 
an  orchestra  or  band  or  theater 
production,  where  students  discover 
the  joy  of  creating  something  together. 
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The  more  diverse  the  members  who 
participate,  the  better.” 

By  taking  part  in  the  cultural  and 
social  life  at  a residential  college, 
Spiegler  believes,  students  ultimately 
develop  an  appreciation  for  new 
experiences.  Events  at  the  college,  such 
as  lectures,  concerts,  theater,  poetry 
readings,  debates  and  art  exhibits, 
become  a first  step  for  students  to 
begin  experiencing  what’s  out  there  in 
the  real  world. 

“By  living  in  college  residences, 
students  learn  that  living.. .is  more  than 
just  eating,  sleeping  and  drinking,”  said 
Spiegler.  “At  the  very  least,  students 
learn  that  sharing  residential  life  can  be 
very  tough.  They  learn  to  cope  with 
intimacy  and  with  stress.  They  also 
learn  how  to  communicate  and  how  to 
handle  complex  confrontations  in  a 
reasonable  manner.” 

.According  to  Spiegler,  a 
residential  college  should  and  most 
often  does  offer  unique  opportunities, 
but  its  continued  success  is  not 
guaranteed.  The  residential  college 
experience  is  not  the  only  way  to  go. 

“The  residential  college  is  clearly  a 
function  of  the  wealth  of  the  nation,” 
Spiegler  observed.  “Societies  that  have 
much  more  limited  resources  cannot 
afford  this  kind  of  expenditure.  We 
apparently  feel  as  a society  that  we  can 
afford  to  allow  people  aged  16-22  to 
stay  out  of  the  labor  market. 

“Perhaps  more  to  the  point,”  he 
said,  “Americans  still  largely  support 
the  conviction  that  you  need  a more 
broadly  educated  citizenry  if  you’re 
going  to  make  a democracy  function.” 

With  the  ever  rising  costs  of 
education,  however,  it’s  getting  to  be  a 
real  burden  to  pay  the  costs  of  the 
residential  college,”  Spiegler  admitted. 
“It’s  perfectly  legitimate  for  some  to  ask 
if  residential  colleges  are  the  answer 
and  to  ask,  ‘Is  what  we’re  producing 
justifying  the  investment?’ 

“I  still  insist  that  it  is,”  he  said.  ‘The 
parental  sacrifice  — and/or  student 
debt  — required  to  invest  in  a liberal 


arts,  residential  college  is  justified  if.. .in 
our  very  complex  society,  these 
youngsters  will  be  led  to  greater  self- 
discovery,  self-understanding,  and 
greater  appreciation  of  the  world  in 
which  they  live.” 

Spiegler  believes  that  students 
who  take  advantage  of  all  that  a 
residential  college  campus  offers  will 
end  up  as  individuals  who  know  how  to 
think  for  themselves.  They  also  will  be 
bound  together  by  the  institutional 
values  — by  interacting  in  all  aspects  of 
college  life  — that  were  a common 
theme  during  their  four  years. 

“My  hope  is  that  every  student 
coming  out  of  Elizabethtown  College 
will  have  made  it  part  of  his  or  her 
constitution  to  want  to  make  a 
contribution  to  society  — and  will 
understand  that  living  also  means 
giving  and  not  just  taking,”  he  said. 

“I  hope  our  students  will  graduate 
better  prepared  to  appreciate 
differences  in  culture,  religion  and 
personal  persuasion.  I hope  they  will 
not  just  tolerate  differences,  but  will 
appreciate  the  resulting  contributions 
differences  make  to  the  enrichment  of 
our  democratic  society,"  he  said. 

“I  hope  they  will  recognize  there 
are  alternatives  to  conflict  resolution 
other  than  violence,”  he  added. 

“I  hope  they  will  leave  here  at 
peace  with  themselves  as  individuals. 


At  the  same  time,  I certainly  hope  they 
will  leave  here  with  a fire  in  their  bellies 
to  change  the  world  for  the  better.” 

Spiegler  stressed  that  the 
residential  college  in  the  United  States 
offers  an  enormous  resource. 

“I  also  believe  it  is  true  we  have 
not  exhausted  our  potential  at 
Elizabethtown  College  to  encourage 
service,  to  encourage  new  ideas,  and  to 
encourage  intellectual  exchange,”  he 
said.  ‘To  the  degree  we  are  being 
successful  in  achieving  these  goals,  our 
graduates  will  ultimately  make  an 
impact  beyond  measure  on  those  within 
the  spheres  of  their  influence.” 

Spiegler  noted  that  the  1993  Winter 
issue  of  Elizabethtown  reported  in 
broad  and  specific  ways  on  the  alumni 
of  Elizabethtown  College  and  that  this 
issue  reports  on  the  experiences  and 
attitudes  of  current  students  and  those 
just  graduated. 

‘Taken  together,  these  two  issues 
of  our  magazine  are  for  me  strong 
evidence  that  the  residential  experience 
at  Elizabethtown  College  achieves  in 
significant  measure  the  goals  of  a 
residential  college,"  he  said.  “As  the 
ideal  will  always  remain  before  us,  so 
too  will  our  unrealized  potential  remain 
a continuing  challenge.”  ■

Living,  Learning, 
Changing,  Growing

o listen  to  graduating  seniors,  four  years  at  Elizabethtown  changed 
their  lives. 

They  speak  of  independence,  accepting  responsibility,  becoming 
tolerant  of  diverse  opinions  and  lifestyles,  of  appreciating  teamwork, 
and  of  gaining  self-confidence. 

They  speak  of  four  years  of  discovery.  They  reflect  on  a time  of 
living,  learning,  changing,  and  growing. 

Not  surprisingly,  being  away  from  home  ignited  the  changes  the 
day  the  Class  of  1993  arrived  on  campus  in  August  1989. 

They  struggled  with  newfound  independence  from  parental 
supervision,  increased  academic  expecations,  and  communal  living 
arrangements. 

“I  was  very  anxious  about  leaving  home,  but  was  excited  at  the 
same  time,”  recalls  Tom  Hecker,  of  Langhorne,  Pa.,  a psychology 
major  and  a College  Scholar  who  will  enter  a doctoral  program  in 
clinical  psychology  at  Temple  University.  “It  was  a very  good  time.  I 
explored  new  and  different  avenues  — with  friends  and  professors.” 

Brian  Renninger,  of  Reading,  Pa.,  a business  administration 
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major  who  plans  a career  in  life  insur- 
ance, remembers  he  had  to  learn  early 
from  his  mistakes.  “Going  from  the 

parental  ‘Can  I do 
this?,  Can  I do 
that?’  to  just 
doing  it  and  then 
learning  from  my 
mistakes  was 
important.  I 
learned  quickly 
that  you  can’t  go 
out  every  Mon- 
day, Tuesday, 
Wednesday  night  and  still  do  well 
academically.” 

Like  many  seniors,  Brian 
discovered  the  importance  of  accepting 
responsibility. 

With  pride,  he  said,  “You  learn 
responsibility  or  you  fail.  I’ve  stuck  with 
it  and  I’m  going  to  graduate  from 
Elizabethtown  in  four  years."  For  three 
years,  he  was  a captain  of  the  swim 
team  (which  this  year  had  a 17-0 
record). 

“T 

I’m  able  to  take  on  a lot  more 
responsibilities  now  than  I thought  I 
was  originally  capable  of,”  said 
Elizabeth  Yunger,  a biology  major  from 
Bethesda,  Md.  “Especially  after  living 
in  the  Schreiber  Quad  this  year.  I went 
on  the  modified  meal  plan,  so  I had  to 
cook  and  do  grocery  shopping.  And 
nobody  cleaned  our  bathroom  for  us. 
I’m  not  particularly  worried  about  living 
on  my  own  anymore.” 

Yunger  will  enter  a master’s 
program  in  nursing  in  Massachusetts, 
specializing  in  oncology,  critical  care,  or 
women’s  health  care,  with  a focus  on 
prenatal  care  and  neonatology. 

Other  seniors  found  out  that  team- 
work and  cooperation  are  often  the 
most  effective  way  to  get  things  done. 
They  discovered,  also,  how  to  depend 
on  others,  as  well  as  themselves. 

Lisa  LaPorte,  of  Salem,  Mass., 
president  of  the  Activities  Planning 
Board  (APB)  this  year,  is  a committed 
team  player. 

“I’ve  learned  an  awful  lot  about

an  experience  what  you  put  into  it. 

I’m  glad  I took  the  initiative  to  apply 
for  the  internships.  They  have  made 
my  college  experience  much  more 
fulfilling  and  worthwhile. 

At  the  MS  Society,  I attended 
several  business  meetings,  wrote 
several  pieces  for  my  portfolio,  and 
corresponded  with  key  sponsors.

There  is  one  special  aspect  of  E-town 
that  I deeply  cherish  — my  involve- 
ment as  a campus  leader. 

When  I arrived  in  the  fall  of  1990, 

I was  lost  in  a sea  of  confusion, 
apprehension,  and  fear.  Coming  from 
a small  high  school,  I was  unable  to 
understand  how  to  make  the 
transition  to  college  life.  My  peer 
counselor  suggested  I attend  the  Club 
Fair,  to  get  involved.  I signed  up  for 
many  clubs,  but  none  panned  out. 

One  afternoon  in  September,  I 
was  in  my  room  in  Brinser  talking 
with  friends.  A hallmate  asked  me  to 
go  downstairs  to  a meeting  he  could 
not  attend.  He  asked  me  to  read  his 
petition  for  president  of  Brinser 
Residence  Life  Council.  With  a shrug 
of  my  shoulders,  I agreed.  That 
afternoon,  I presented  his  petition. 
Only  four  people  showed  up.  With 
four  positions  open,  I was  “elected” 
vice  president  of  the  Brinser 
Residence  Life  Council. 

I also  became  a member  of  the 
College’s  Residence  Life  Council.  I 
found  a lot  about  the  council  that  I felt 
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could  be  improved  upon.  For 
months,  I talked  with  others  on  how  I 
could  help  this  struggling 
organization  fulfill  its  potential.  In 
March,  I was  elected  president  of  the 
council.  The  irony  was  that  because 
of  the  change  to  Daylight  Savings 
Time,  I missed  the  meeting  by  one 
hour! 

Still  being  a freshman  and  now 
the  president  of  a large  campus 
organization  gave  me  even  more 
energy  to  establish  RLC  as  a campus 
entity.  Slowly,  I lobbied  for  a bigger 
budget,  an  office,  a stronger 
connection  with  the  Office  of 
Residence  Life,  College  Life,  the 
administration,  and  most  importantly, 
my  fellow  students.  After  being  re- 
elected for  a second  term,  I 
continued  my  quest  to  fulfill  my 
goals. 

Through  RLC,  I established  a 
place  for  myself  in  student  politics.

realistic  expectations  and  about 
working  with  people,”  she  said.  “I’ve 
learned  how  a group  of  people  fit  in  to 
making  the  whole  system  work,  how  it 
isn’t  necessarily  just  one  person  who 
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gets  the  job  done,  but  that  everyone 
working  together  accomplishes  the 
goal." 

She  added,  “As  president  of  APB 
(the  campus  organization  responsible 
for  programming  dances,  nightclub 
acts,  movies,  and  special  events) , my 
job  wasn’t  to  sit  on  everybody’s  lap  and 
say,  ‘Are  you  getting  everything  done?' 
I was  the  troubleshooter  who  helped 
them  when  they  needed  help.  By 
allowing  my  (12-member)  board  to 
make  important  decisions  and  to  run 
things  their  way,  I think  they  learned  a 
lot.  I did.  We  made  mistakes,  but  we 
made  them  together.” 

LaPorte,  who  majored  in 
psychology,  hopes  to  become  a 
certified  nursing  home  administrator 
and  to  establish  specialized  settings  for 
persons  with  Alzheimer’s  disease.  For 
now,  she’ll  be  a rep  for  Dancing  Bear 
Productions,  a talent  agency  on  Long 
Island  — placing  entertainers  on 
college  campuses. 
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Kerry  Freese  thinks,  “Whatever 
profession  I go  into  I am  going  to  have 
to  work  with  other  people  and  interact 
effectively.  I've  seen  how  well  a team 
can  work,  from  my  summer  in  Spain. 

My  group  of  20  people  was  my  team.” 

Last  summer,  she  spent  seven 
weeks  in  Spain  with  a delegation  from 
the  United  States  representing  the 
American  Red  Cross  at  the  World’s  Fair 
in  Seville.  She  led  guided  tours  in  both 
Spanish  and  English  though  the 
International  Red  Cross/Red  Crescent 
Pavillion. 

“We  also  put  on  presentations  in 
front  of  the  pavillion,”  she  explained.  I 
worked  with  a group  of  20.  We  were  all 
from  different  countries,  different 
languages,  different  cultures.  We  had  to 
get  together  and  decide  on  present- 
ations and  come  up  with  ideas.  We  had 
only  one  thing  in  common  and  that  was 
the  Red  Cross.

The  third  Spring  Arts  Festival  is  over. 

I am  happily  now  the  ex-coordinator 
for  the  annual  festival. 

After  a fellow  student  resigned  as 
coordinator  a year  ago,  I found  myself 
in  charge  and  not  sure  how  to  create 
the  festival  that  I envisioned. 

I soon  realized  that  managing  the 
festival  was  the  real  world  — a 
working,  practical  experience. 
Planning  it  required  more  work  and 
commitment  than  most  of  my  classes.

My  confidence  had  grown.  I 
trusted  in  myself  more.  I trusted  my

in  the  country.  He  will  use  an  all- 
expenses-paid,  two-month  internship  to 
work  in  New  York  City  this  summer 
with  Katz  Communications,  the 
country’s  largest  media  representative 
company. 

Dana  Innerst,  a biology  major  from 
Red  Lion,  Pa.,  echoed  Johnson’s 
feelings. 

“There  are  a lot  of  different  views 
on  campus,  on  religion,  politics, 
whatever,”  she  noted.  “People  are  not 
always  open  to  share  those  because  of 
peer  pressure  or  other  reasons.  But, 
when  they  do  share  their  ideas,  they 
are  valuable.  You  may  not  agree  with 
them,  but  you  can  learn  from  them.” 

She  spoke,  too,  as  did  other 
seniors,  of  “finding  themselves”  in 
college.  “I’m  in  touch  with  myself.  I’ve 
learned  who  I am.  I like  who  I am.” 

She  added,  “College  has  shown  me, 
through  living  with  different  people  and 
being  exposed  to  their  values,  that  my 
parents  tried  to  instill  their  values  in 
me.  They  are  values  that  I now  think 
are  important.  I 
respect  them  for 
that  and  hope  I 
can  be  like  them 
someday.” 

Innerst  was  a 
College  Scholar 
who  earned 
magna  cum  laude 
honors.  She  was  a 
resident  assistant 
(RA)  this  year  in  Founder’s  Hall.  She 
will  pursue  a master’s  degree  in 
physical  therapy  at  Beaver  College. 

Some  seniors  said  they  developed 
much  more  self-confidence  while  at 
Elizabethtown.  It  was  generally  a 
gradual,  evolutionary  process,  not  one 
tied  to  a single  event  or  a particular 
period  in  time.  It  resulted  from  small 
goals  achieved  and  obstacles  overcome 
on  a weekly,  monthy,  or  yearly  basis. 

Michelle  Steeley,  for  instance, 
explained:  “I  think  I’ve  become  more 
assertive.  When  I first  came  to  school,  I 
wasn’t  very  assertive.  It  was  difficult 


even  for  me  to  make  an  appointment 
with  a professor  to  discuss  problems.” 

She  added,  “When  I was  18  years 
old,  I didn’t  have  the  assertive 
capabilities  to  go  out  and  find  a job,  or 
even  the  emotional  maturity.”  Now,  she 


feels  she  can  handle  minor  setbacks 
and  move  ahead.  “I  must  have  gotten  25 
rejection  letters  during  my  job  search. 
Once,  I would  have  reacted  negatively 
— believing  that  there  was  something 
wrong  with  me.  Not  anymore!” 
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Interacting  with  professors,  both  in 
and  out  of  the  classroom,  strengthened 
many  students’  confidence.  Eric 
Reinbold,  a social  studies  major  who 
will  start  a Ph.D.  program  in  history  at 
the  University  of  Delaware  this  fall,  is 
one. 

“Being  able  to  talk  to  your 
professors  and  getting  to  know  them,  I 
think,  is  one  of  the  big  advantages  of  a 
small  college,”  he  said. 

“Originally  I just  planned  to  leave 
college  and  teach  at  the  secondary 
level,  in  high  school  or  middle  school. 
But  Professor  Herbert  Poole  suggested 
that  I consider  applying  to  graduate 
schools.  I wouldn’t  have  done  so 
without  his  suggestion.” 

R^einbold  now  expects  eventually 
to  teach  at  the  university  level  and  to 
publish. 

He  said,  “I  can’t  say  enough  about 
the  faculty  in  the  history  department. 

Dr.  Poole  and  Dr. 
Mumford  in 
history  and 
Michael  Scanlin 
in  physics  helped 
me  with 

recommendations, 
encouraged  me, 
and  helped  me 
prepare  for  the 
GREs  (Graduate 
Record  Exams).”  Full  of  confidence,  he 
said,  “I  think  I did  a pretty  good  job.” 

The  residential  nature  of 
Elizabethtown  also  had  an  impact  on 
many  seniors. 

Innerst,  an  RA  this  year  on  a 
substance-free  hall,  said  she  viewed 
herself  as  a counselor  and  a friend.  “It 
is  very  important  to  let  people  on  your 
floor  know  that  you  are  there  if  they 
need  you,  but  not  to  push  yourself  on 
them.  I think  that  is  a key  to  being  a 
good  RA.” 

She  added,  “You  need  to  let  your 
hall  residents  know  that  you  will  be 
their  friend,  but  you  are  not  going  to 
check  in  on  them  every  day.  You’re  not 
their  mother!” 


Stacy  Hubley,  an  elementary 
education  major  from  Brookfield, 
Conn.,  spoke  about  the  difficulties  she 
had  her  freshman  year  getting  along 
with  a senior  roommate,  with  whom 
she  had  been  placed.  She  thinks  the 
new  townhouse  accommodations  for 
seniors  in  the  Schreiber  Quadrangle 
are  a better  arrangement. 

“I  love  the  Quad,  it’s  great,”  she 
said.  “It’s  perfect  for  a transition  [to 
post-college  independent  living]. 
Nobody  bothers  you.  You’re  basically 
on  your  own.  It’s  just  like  living  off 
campus.” 

She  added,  ‘There  are  plenty  of 
adjustments  to  be  made,  such  as 
cooking  for  myself.  That  was  an 
adjustment,  a pretty  scary  one!” 

Eric  Allen,  of  Gaithersburg,  Md., 
is  another  satisfied  Quad  resident, 


although  he  feels  life  in  the  Quad  is 
somewhat  sheltered.  “Quad  living  isn’t 
exactly  like  real  life.  You  are 
surrounded  by  friends  and  the 
demands  of  keeping  up  the  apartment 
aren’t  there  [since  the  College 
maintains  the  32  units].” 

Allen,  who  majored  in  business 
administration, 
expects  to  land  an 
internal  auditing 
job  in  the 
Washington,  D.C.

From  these 
people  whom  most  people  think  are 
“dying,”  I learned  some  of  the  most 
important  lessons  on  how  to  live,  how 
to  love,  and  how  to  cherish  every 
moment  of  life. 

Service  to  others  is  a paradox.  ‘To 
serve”  implies  a one-sided  deal  where 
the  one  receiving  the  service  also 
receives  all  the  benefits  and  gifts.  In 
actuality,  both  parties  receive  a bounty 
of  treasures  more  valuable  than  any 
material  compensation.

Step  One:  Finding 
the  Students

here’ll  be  432  freshmen  in  the  Class  of  1997  this  fall.  That’s  just 
about  the  exact  number  Elizabethtown  wanted  in  its  entering  class. 
And  by  most  standard  indicators,  it’s  a talented  and  promising  class. 

A year  ago,  some  of  these  students  didn’t  know  Elizabethtown 
existed.  Now,  they  do. 

They’ve  been  through  the  “admissions  process”  — that  labyrinth 
through  which  high  school  seniors  pass  on  their  way  to  becoming 
college  freshmen. 

How  it  works  is  both  a mystery  to  some  and  confusing  to  most. 

At  best,  it’s  complex. 

Ronald  D.  Potier,  the  College’s  admissions  director  for  three 
years,  has  been  admitting  freshman  classes  for  35  years  at  four 
different  colleges. 

In  this  interview,  he  explains  the  “admissions  process”  — the 
critical  first  step  in  attracting  sufficiently  qualified  students  who  will 
benefit  most  from  the  academic  challenges  and  the  residential 
nature  of  Elizabethtown  College. 
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Ll  ow  do  you  decide  how  large  the 
freshman  class  will  be? 

Potier:  The  number  is  the  result  of 
many  factors.  The  most  important  one 
is  making  sure  we  have  a total  fall 
enrollment  of  1,475  to  1,500  students, 
which  is  the  ideal  size  for  Elizabeth- 
town College  — considering  the 
College’s  resources,  faculty,  physical 
plant,  and  support  services. 

Normally,  we  seek  between  420 
and  430  freshmen  each  year. 

To  enroll  a class  of  that  size,  we 
know  from  experience  that  we  must 
have  more  than  2,400  applicants  for 
admission.  We  also  know  that  not 
everyone  we  admit  will  enroll.  In  fact, 
fewer  than  one-third  of  those  we  offer 
admission  to  will  enroll.  So,  to  have  a 
class  of  420-430,  we  must  admit  more 
than  1,500  students. 


A low  do  you  stimulate  applicants ? 

Potier:  Marketing  a college,  like 
admitting  a class,  is  a process.  It  is 
complicated  and  is  often  affected  by 
external  factors  over  which  the  College 
has  little  or  no  control,  such  as  the 
economy  and  demographics.

Twenty-five  high  school  guidance  counselors  spent  half  a day  on  campus  in  April 
getting  to  see  first-hand  what  Elizabethtown  College  is  like,  by  meeting  students, 
taking  tours,  and  interacting  with  faculty  and  the  admissions  staff.  Here,  Sally  Hillman 
Redman,  associate  director  of  admissions,  chats  with  counselors  during  a coffee 
break  at  the  Hess  Gallery  in  Zug  Memorial  Hall.  The  visit  was  part  of  a joint  program 
of  Elizabethtown,  Lebanon  Valley,  Millersville,  and  Milton  Hershey  School. 


The  College  has  a professional 
admissions  staff  of  seven  individuals. 
However,  the  main  “sales”  force  at 
Elizabethtown,  or  at  any  college,  is  the 
current  students.  They  are,  in  business 
terms,  the  consumers.  They  are  using 
our  product.  They  know  how  the 
College  works.  They  have  insights  and 
experiences  which  only  they  can 
describe. 

When  they  go  home  on  vacation 
they  talk  to  their  friends,  they  talk  to 
their  high  school  teachers  and 
guidance  counselors,  they  talk  to  their 
parents’  friends  and  associates.  Word- 
of-mouth  “sales”  is  probably  the  most 
important  factor  in  getting  high  school 
students  interested  in  the  College. 

But,  we  can’t  just  trust  our  success 
to  that  fact. 

So,  we  do  other  things.  We  create 
publications  that  describe  the  College. 
We  send  these  to  high  school  students 
who  have  indicated  on  the  Preliminary 
Scholastic  Assessment  Test  (PSAT) 
that  they  are  looking  for  a college  like 
Elizabethtown  and  that  they  have  the 
academic  and  other  credentials  we  are 
looking  for.  The  College  Board,  which 


administers  the  PSAT,  sends  us  the 
students’  names  — with  their 
permission.  Students  who  like  what 
they  read  about  us  are  encouraged  to 
send  a response  card  requesting  more 
information  and  an  application. 

Through  this  step  and  letters  or  calls 
from  students,  we’ll  receive  close  to 
25,000  inquires  each  year  — asking  for 
more  information. 

We  also  have  high  success,  to  the 
envy  of  other  colleges,  with  our  open 
house  programs.  These  are  informative, 
“get-to-know-us”  sessions  when  high 
school  students  and  their  parents  spend 
half  a day  on  campus  getting  a first- 
hand look  at  Elizabethtown.  We  offer 
open  houses  on  six  Saturdays  — in 
July,  October,  November,  December, 
February  and  April.  While  here,  they 
meet  faculty,  find  out  about  student  life, 
take  campus  tours,  learn  about  our 
financial  aid  programs,  and  eat  brunch 
in  the  Myer  Hall  Cafe. 

It’s  always  been  said  that  this 
College  sells  itself.  If  we  can  get 
someone  to  visit  the  campus,  we  have  a 
better  than  50-50  chance  to  have  them 
apply  for  admission.  I heard  that  about 
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Elizabethtown  before  I came  here,  and  I 
now  understand  well  why  it’s  true. 

How  else  do  you  encourage  high  school 
students  to  apply  for  admission? 

Potier:  The  admissions  staff  visits 
500  to  600  high  schools  within  a 250- 
BOO  mile  radius  of  Elizabethtown  each 
year,  most  in  the  fall,  but  some  in  the 
spring.  We  go  to  schools  where  we 
have  had  success  in  attracting  students, 
or  ones  where  we  think  we  can  be 
successful. 

On  a typical  day,  an  admissions 
counselor  will  visit  four  or  five  schools 
and  then  attend  a College  Night  or 
College  Fair  in  the  evening.  At  the 
schools,  we  see  both  guidance 
counselors  and  students  to  tell  them 
about  Elizabethtown,  to  respond  to 
their  questions,  and  to  give  them 
literature.  At  College  Nights,  we  also 
meet  parents  — who  usually  have  a 
different  set  of  questions  than  their 
sons  and  daughters. 

Alumni  and  parents  are  very 
helpful,  too.  They  are  especially 
effective  in  recommending  the  College 
to  students  in  their  home  areas. 
Increasingly,  alumni  are  representing 
Elizabethtown  at  College  Nights  when 
our  staff  cannot  attend.  This  is 


extremely  helpful;  in  fact,  we  encourage 
any  alumnus  or  alumna  to  call  us  to 
volunteer  for  our  admissions  program. 

s you  review  applications,  what  do 
you  look  for  in  each  student's  credentials? 

Potier:  We  want  to  know  if  the 
student  can  do  the  academic  work  at 
Elizabethtown  and  whether  the  student 
can  contribute  to  the  vitality  and 
diversity  of  the  College’s  environment 
and  programs. 

On  the  academic  side,  the  most 
important  measure  is  the  student’s  high 
school  performance.  What  a student 
does  Monday  through  Friday  in  the 
classroom  or  lab  for  32  weeks  each  year 
for  3 1/2  years  is  most  important. 
Academic  performance  indicates 
consistency  and  growth. 

We  realize  some  students  start 
slowly  and  then  bloom.  We  realize  that 
some  students  experience  “hiccups”  in 
the  consistency  of  their  achievements, 
due  to  such  things  as  writing  blocks, 
language  blocks,  or  math  blocks.  We 
recognize,  too,  that  some  students  will 
have  traumatic  episodes  in  their  lives. 

But,  basically,  the  student’s  grades 
count  the  most.  How  well  a student 
performs  on  a daily  basis  is  the  best 
indicator  of  the  student’s  future

hat  else  do  you  look  for ? 

Potier:  There  are  several  things. 
Letters  from  teachers  are  significant. 
Teachers  are  usually  very  astute  about 
their  students.  They  know  their 
potential;  they  know  their  level  of 
motivation;  they  know  their  highs  and 
lows,  when  they  are  happy  and  sad, 
when  they  are  working  to  capacity  and 
when  they  aren’t.  They  see  them  in  the 
best  and  worst  of  situations. 

Often,  good  teachers  know  more 
about  a student  than  the  student’s 
family  does.  So,  what  teachers  say  in 
their  recommendations  is  important. 
They  tell  the  pluses  and  minuses  not 
revealed  in  the  student’s  grade  report. 
They  tell  us  of  the  student’s  level  of 
intensity,  the  student’s  “stick-to-it- 
tiveness.”  They  tell  us  of  the  student’s 
willingness  to  work  to  capacity.

ire  SAT  scores  important,  too? 

Potier:  Yes,  they  are. 

There  are  two  tests  — the 
Scholastic  Assessment  Test  (SAT), 
used  largely  at  schools  on  the  east  and 
west  coasts,  and  the  American  College 
Testing  (ACT)  exam,  used  largely  at 
schools  in  the  middle  part  of  the  United 
States. 

These  are  aptitude  tests.  They  give 
us  a general  idea  of  the  student’s 
intellectual  abilities. 

Either  test  is  a snapshot  of  a 
student’s  ability.  When  used  well,  it  is  a 
pretty  good  indicator.  But,  it  should 
never  be  used  as  a say-all  and  be-all.  It 
is  not  designed  for  that.  Unfortunately, 
the  media,  schools,  faculties,  and 
students  too  often  use  the  tests  that 
way  — they  like  to  use  the  tests  to 
compare  schools,  individual  students, 
and  even  how  well  the  nation’s  school 
system  is  doing.  That’s  a mistake. 

The  first  people  who  will  tell  you 
there  are  design  flaws  in  the  SAT  or 
ACT  tests  are  the  people  who  design 
them.  They  will  tell  you  each  test  is  a 
road  sign  that  points  in  the  general 
direction,  but  does  not  indicate  the 


exact  road  or  the  exact  mileage. 

Still,  in  combination  with  grades 
and  letters  of  recommendation,  the 
aptitude  test  does  contribute  to  the  final 
assessment  of  a candidate’s  credentials 
and  whether  we  think  the  student  can 
and  will  do  our  work. 

o candidate’s  write  an  essay? 

Potier:  Yes,  they  do.  This  is  an 
indicator  of  how  a student  thinks,  the 
level  of  the  person’s  writing  skills,  and 
his  or  her  ability  to  communicate  ideas. 
This  is  important  at  Elizabethtown 
since  students  do  considerable  writing 
in  their  freshman  seminars  and  their 
Core  courses. 

The  essays  often  disclose  important 
information  about  the  candidate  that  is 
to  the  student’s  benefit.  We  find  out 
interesting  facts  about  the  person  that 
don’t  show  up  anywhere  else  in  the 
application  process.  The  subjects 
students  pick  to  write  about  are  very 
diverse  — people  who  changed  their 
lives,  their  respect  for  a family  member, 
a vacation  trip,  a summer  job,  or  a 
world  event,  or  a public  issue.  The 
essay  makes  for  fascinating  reading. 


We  also  review  the  student’s 
extracurricular  life  — what  the  student 
does  in  school  and  out  of  school,  on  his 
or  her  own  free  time.  We  think  what 
students  do  with  their  extra  time  is  an 
indicator  of  how  they  manage  time, 
how  they  bring  diversity  to  their  lives, 
how  they  help  others,  and  much  more. 
We  want  to  know  if  a student  works 
after  school,  plays  a sport,  plays  in  an 
orchestra,  writes  for  the  student 
newspaper,  is  a volunteer  in  community 
service,  or  sings  in  a church  choir. 

The  extracurricular  record  also 
tells  us  if  a student  has  a special  skill  or 
interest.  The  coaches,  of  course,  are 
interested  in  talented  athletes.  The 
drama  folks  want  experienced  actors, 
the  music  department  wants  singers 
and  instrumentalists,  and  everyone  is 
happy  to  see  students  with  leadership 
skills  arrive  in  the  new  class.  It  is  these 
special  characteristics  and  talents  that 
give  the  College  diversity,  vitality,  and  a 
well-rounded  character. 

With  all  this  information,  what 
happens?  How  are  decisions  made? 

Potier:  The  Admissions

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Committee  reads  and  carefully  reviews 
the  student’s  entire  credentials 
package.  Some  parts  are  objective,  such 
as  grades  and  test  scores.  Other  parts 
are  very  subjective,  such  as  the 
recommendations  and  the  essays. 

We  weigh  all  the  elements.  We  take 
note  if  a candidate  is  the  son  or 
daughter  of  a graduate,  or  has  a brother 
or  sister  at  the  College  now.  We  take 
note  if  the  candidate  is  a member  of  the 
Church  of  the  Brethren. 

Many  students  are  clearly  admis- 
sible. Their  grades  are  outstanding. 
They  rank  high  in  their  classes.  Their 
standardized  test  scores  are  strong. 
Their  teachers  and  coaches  speak  well 
of  them.  They  are  active  in  meaningful 
activities. 

Others  are  clearly  not  admissible. 
They  would  have  extreme  difficulty 
meeting  Elizabethtown’s  expectations 
and  standards.  It  would  be  unfair  to 
admit  them. 

Then,  there  is  the  middle  area 
where  decisions  are  not  so  clear  cut. 
The  staff  often  disagrees  among 
ourselves  on  preliminary  decisions. 
We’ll  go  back  and  re-review  the 
person’s  record.  We’ll  do  all  we  can  to 
be  as  fair  as  we  can  — whether  we 
ultimately  admit  or  reject  the  student. 

Fortunately,  we  make  the  right 
decision  most  of  the  time.  One  way  we 
know  this  is  that  we  monitor  how  well 
our  students  do  at  Elizabethtown.  It  is  a 
good  feeling  to  know  that  we  took  a 
chance  on  a young  person  who  came 
through  and  did  well. 

JVhat  do  students  seek  in  choosing 
Elizabethtown? 

Potier:  That  varies,  of  course,  but 
several  factors  do  stand  out.  One  is  the 
academic  program,  especially  if  they 
want  a major  such  as  communications, 
music  therapy,  occupational  therapy  or 
our  new  program  in  international 
business  that  are  not  offered 
everywhere. 

Another  is  our  size  — our  students 
want  a small  college.  Some  want  a 
liberal  arts  college,  others  want  a 


private  college. 

Many  candidates  will  know  a 
student  now  enrolled  at  Elizabethtown 
— and  as  I suggested  earlier,  our 
students  are  our  best  sales  people. 

They  are  convincing. 

Some  may  like  our  literature,  and 
decide  to  take  a second  look.  When 
they  do,  when  they  visit  the  campus, 
the  chances  are  they  will  like  what  they 
see.  We  have  a beautiful  campus  and 
excellent  facilities. 

Our  location  is  a two-edged  factor. 
Some  students  feel  our  location  is 
terrific  — ■ a somewhat  rural  setting,  but 
close  to  three  major  cities.  Others  feel 
we  are  too  rural  and  are  turned  off.  On 
the  other  hand,  parents,  in  general, 
think  Elizabethtown  is  a first  rate 
location.  It’s  safe. 

re  costs  a factor? 

Potier:  Definitely,  and  it  is  getting 
to  be  more  so.  We  are  fortunate  that 
Elizabethtown  is  priced  at  a favorable, 
competitive  level.  It  now  costs  $18,000 
to  attend  Elizabethtown,  which  makes 
us  less  expensive  than  many  of  the 
private  colleges  we  most  often  compete 
with  for  students.  And  for  what  we 
charge,  many  tell  us  they  think  we  offer 
more  than  many  of  the  colleges  we 
most  often  compete  with  for  students. 

Increasingly,  more  families  need 
financial  aid  as  our  costs  go  up.  They 
are  not  looking  for  handouts;  they  have 
demonstrated  need.  At  Elizabethtown, 
we  feel  an  obligation  to  try  to  meet  each 
family’s  need  or  help  them  find  aid 
through  public  and  private  sources. 

Financial  aid  at  Elizabethtown  is 
based  both  on  need  and  on  merit. 
Nearly  one-third  of  each  entering  class 
receives  merit  awards  based  on  the 
high  level  of  the  students’  academic 
achievement  in  high  school. 

We  offer  a very  competitive 
financial  aid  program  and  in  Gordon 
Bateman,  our  chief  financial  aid  officer, 
and  his  staff,  we  have  probably  the 
most  caring  financial  aid  staff 
anywhere.  They  work  very  hard  and  go 
well  beyond  expectations  in  doing  all 


they  can  to  put  together  financial  aid 
packages,  including  scholarships, 
loans,  and  work  opportunities,  that 
make  it  possible  for  a student  to  attend 
Elizabethtown. 

The  cost  of  a college  education  is 
becoming  a major  issue  for  families  and 
all  private  and  public  colleges.  It  will 
have  major  implications  in  Elizabeth- 
town’s continuing  success  in  attracting 
students  — both  in  terms  of  quantity 
and  quality.  ■

ake  up  the  torch  of  citizenship  ...  and  carry  the  torch  of  your  genera- 
tion into  the  year  2000  and  beyond,”  U.S.  Senator  Harris  Wofford  (D- 
Pa.)  told  367  seniors  at  the  90th  Commencement  on  May  22. 

In  an  address  focused  on  service,  responsibility,  and  change, 
Wofford,  a founder  of  the  Peace  Corps  and  former  aide  to  President 
John  F.  Kennedy,  advised  the  graduates  that,  “It  is  better  to  serve 
than  to  be  served.” 

More  than  3,000  families  and  friends  of  the  largest  graduating 
class  in  more  than  two  decades  listened  with  pride  on  the  sunny  and 
breezy  Saturday  afternoon  in  The  Dell. 

Wofford,  a former  college  president,  told  the  Class  of  1993  that 
“there  is  only  one  kind  of  commencement  talk  throughout  history  — 
the  kind  where  the  elder  of  the  tribe  charges  the  young  to  enter  the 
world.  I am  that  elder  and  I charge  you  to  enter  the  world  and 
wrestle  with  it  and  change  it!” 

Class  President  Donald  W.  Blyler  announced  that  the  class  gave 
the  College  the  four  pin  oak  trees  planted  around  the  new  student 
center.  He  symbolically  gave  each  classmate  an  imaginary  quarter, 
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Frederick  F.  Ritsch,  provost  (and  acting  president  during  President  Spiegler’s 
sabbatical  leave);  S.  Dale  High  ’63;  U.S.  Senator  Harris  Wofford;  Robert  F.  Nation  ’49; 
and  Wayne  A.  Nicarry,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.

reminding  them  “that  your  friends  are 
only  a phone  call  away.” 

During  the  ceremony,  Provost 
Frederick  F.  Ritsch  recognized  retiring 
professors  Martin  O.L.  Spangler, 
chemistry,  and  Stanley  T.  Sutphin, 
philosophy. 

Wofford  received  an  honorary 
Doctor  of  Laws  degree. 

The  first  Democrat  from 
Pennsylvania  to  be  elected  to  the  U.S. 
Senate  since  1962,  he  has  been  widely 
credited  for  focusing  the  country’s 
attention  on  the  need  for  a national 
health  care  system.  Wofford  was  cited 
for  being  a strong  advocate  to  make 
citizen  service  the  common  experience 
for  America’s  young  people. 

Two  alumni  who  are  members  of 
the  College’s  Board  of  Trustees 
received  honorary  Doctor  of  Humane 
Letters  degrees.  They  were:

Pa. 

As  a member  of  the  College’s 
Board  of  Trustees  for  20  years.  High 
has  combined  his  business  experience 
and  hard  work  to  meet  the  challenges 
of  the  College  to  achieve  greater 
standards  of  excellence.  He  was 
recognized  for  his  contributions  to  the 
educational  excellence  of  the  College 
and  for  enlarging  the  circle  of  College 
friends  through  efforts  that  have 
broadened  support  for  Elizabethtown 
College. 

A member  of  the  College’s  Board  of 
Trustees  since  1980,  Nation’s 
investment  counsel  helped  guide  the 
exceptional  growth  of  the  endowment 
fund  from  just  over  $3  million  in  1980  to 
its  current  level  of  nearly  $20  million. 

He  and  his  wife,  Annette,  also  an 
Elizabethtown  graduate,  generously 
support  the  College.  Nation  was  cited 
for  setting  a high  standard  of 
excellence  as  a business  leader  and  for 
his  active  involvement  in  the

We’ve 
gathered  experiences,  knowledge, 
goals,  dreams,  and  now  a college 
degree.

Sutphin  joined  the  faculty  in  1963  and  was  the  grand  marshal  at  academic  occasions 
since  1973.  Spangler  was  appointed  to  the  faculty  in  1966  and  was  chair  of  the 
chemistry  department  from  1966  to  1987. 


New  Student  Enrollment 

The  freshman  class  — the  Class  of  1997 
— is  expected  to  number  432  students 
when  classes  begin  on  August  31.  This 
is  only  15  students  less  than  began  as 
freshmen  a year  ago. 

Overall,  a total  of  468  new  students 
will  be  on  campus,  including  28 
transfers.  In  addition,  six  international 
students  will  be  at  Elizabethtown  for 
one  year  through  the  International 
Institute  of  Education  program  and  two 
students  from  Brethren  Colleges 
Abroad  universities. 

The  new  freshmen  were  selected 
from  2,595  applicants. 

The  full-time  enrollment  this  fall  is 
expected  to  be  about  1,485  students,  or 
63  students  less  than  were  in 
attendence  last  fall.  The  decrease  is 
largely  due  to  the  size  of  the  graduating 
Class  of  1993,  which,  with  367 
members,  was  the  largest  senior  class 
in  the  past  two  decades. 

Impressive  Plans 

Where  are  the  Class  of  1993  graduates 
headed? 

If  they  were  biology  majors, 
they’re  probably  headed  to  graduate 
school  or  looking  for  a position  in 
research. 

Overall,  a pre-graduation  survey 
indicates  the  percentage  of  the  class 
planning  to  enter  graduate  or 
professional  schools  is  higher  than  in 
recent  years. 

Ronald  Laughlin,  chair  of  the 
Department  of  Biology,  reported  that  15 
of  the  22  senior  majors  this  year  were 
admitted  to  graduate  schools  and  three 
others  were  waiting  to  be  accepted 
when  they  graduated  on  May  22. 

Three  others  were  seeking 
positions  in  research,  one  wants  to 
teach  biology,  one  had  a job,  and  one 
was  uncertain  of  her  plans. 

Four  biology  majors  will  attend 
medical  schools  at  Temple,  Maryland, 
or  Pennsylvania  College  of  Osteopathic 
Medicine. 

Two  seniors  will  enter  dental 


schools  at  Penn  and  Temple  and  one 
will  study  veterinary  medicine  at  Ohio 
State. 

Those  going  into  research 
programs  will  study  physiology  at 
Tennessee,  pathology  at  Syracuse;  and 
physical  therapy  at  Central  Arkansas, 
Maryland,  Temple,  and  Beaver  College. 

Another  senior  will  enter  the 
nursing  program  at  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital  Institute  of  Health 
Professions. 

Overall,  a total  of  52  seniors,  or 
about  14.2  per  cent  of  the  class,  said 
they  planned  to  attend  graduate  school 
— either  immediately  or  within  a year. 
Many  others  were  waiting  to  hear  from 
admissions  staffs  or  were  thinking  of 
advance  study  due  to  the  tight  job 


market  facing  this  year’s  graduates 
nationally. 

The  figures  reflect  the  rising  trend 
of  more  Elizabethtown  graduates  to 
attend  graduate  schools  each  year  soon 
after  graduation.  It  was  not  until  last 
November  that  roughly  15  percent  of 
the  Class  of  1992  had  reported  they 
were  studying  at  graduate  or 
professional  schools. 

Early  reports  on  members  of  the 
Class  of  1993  also  show  that  nine 
seniors  will  attend  law  school,  five  will 
study  at  theological  schools,  four  will 
study  psychology,  two  will  study 
counseling,  and  others  will  pursue 
graduate  work  in  fields  such  as 
mathematics,  drama,  education, 
business,  journalism,  marketing, 
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The  Rev.  Dr.  R.  Maurice  Boyd,  a worid- 
renowned  preacher,  presented  three  talks 
in  March  during  the  College’s  annual  Re- 
ligious Emphasis  program.  He  spoke  on 
faith  as  a beginning  of  one’s  religious 
experiences  and  “catching  the  breath  of 
God”  in  knowing  the  power  of  faith.  Former 
senior  pastor  of  the  Fifth  Ave.  Presbyte- 
rian Church  in  New  York  City,  he  is  now 
senior  pastor  of  the  City  Church  of  New 
York,  a church  formed  by  people  who 
appreciate  the  power  of  his  messages. 
Tapes  of  his  talks  at  the  College  are  avail- 
able from  the  College  Relations  Office. 


sociology,  finance,  nutrition, 
pharmacology,  animal  sciences,  public 
health,  and  gemology. 

The  Class  of  1993  survey  was  taken 
at  the  Commencement  rehearsal  the 
day  before  the  class  graduated. 

A survey  of  all  alumni  last  fall 
revealed  that  more  than  one-third  of 
those  who  responded  had  earned  a 
graduate  degree.

Rabbi  David  Saperstein,  director  of  the 
Religious  Action  Center  of  Reform 
Judaism  in  Washington,  D.C.,  will 
speak  at  the  College  Convocation 
marking  the  beginning  of  the  1993-94 
academic  year  on  Wednesday,  Septem- 
ber 8,  at  10  a.m.  on  the  Midway. 

At  the  ceremony,  students 
designated  as  College  Scholars  will  be 
publicly  recognized  for  achieving  a 3.75 
grade  point  average  and  the  Concert 
Choir  will  sing. 

Saperstein  is  nationally  known  for 
his  leadership  positions  in  coalitions 
dealing  with  civil  rights,  energy  and  the 
environment,  abortion  rights,  and 
nuclear  disarmament.  He  is  active  with 
four  national  interreligious  coalitions 
and  serves  on  the  boards  of  more  than 
30  national  organizations. 


Fall  Symposium: 

Physical  Well-Being 

A two-day  public  symposium  on 
physical  well-being  and  national  health 
reforms  will  be  held  on  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday,  October  26-27. 

Dr.  James  Rippe,  director  of  the 
Exercise  Physiology  and  Nutrition 
Laboratory  at  the  University  of 
Massachusetts  Medical  School,  will 
give  the  keynote  talk.  He  is  a leading 
national  authority  on  health  and  fitness 
programs. 

His  book.  The  Exercise  Exchange 
Program,  published  in  1992,  deals  with 
exercise  and  proper  nutrition.  A book 
published  this  year.  One  Heart,  One 
Life,  explores  lifestyle  issues  related  to 
cardiovascular  health.  It  also  deals  with 
motivating  people  to  take  the  simple 
steps  needed  to  take  charge  of  their 
health  and  life. 

On  Wednesday  afternoon,  the 
program  will  feature  a series  of  one- 
hour  discussions  on  health  and  fitness 
topics  of  interest  especially  to  students. 
These  will  include  areas  such  as  the 
Clinton  health  plan,  nutrition  and  diets, 
genetic  research,  AIDS,  stress,  alcohol 
abuse,  aging,  medical  insurance  after 
college,  and  career  opportunities  in 
health  care.

The  Whitaker  Foundation  of 
Mechanicsburg,  Pa.,  has  given  the 
College  a $200,000  grant  to  buy  scien- 
tific equipment  to  establish  a science 
learning  laboratory  in  Esbenshade  Hall. 

The  grant  will  enrich  instruction 
and  research  in  biology,  biochemistry, 
and  environmental  sciences  and  have 
an  impact  on  students  preparing  to 
become  elementary  and  secondary 
school  science  teachers. 

The  Whitaker  Foundation  has  been 


supporting  Elizabethtown  College  for 
many  years  through  annual  gifts  to  the 
operating  budget,  major  grants  for  the 
construction  of  Musser  Hall  in  1973  and 
the  High  Library  in  1991,  and  grants  for 
the  purchase  of  equipment  for  the 
chemistry  department. 

Second  Lodge  Professor 

John  F.  Gelson,  retired  chairman  and 
chief  executive  officer  of  Hamilton 
Watch  Co.,  in  Lancaster,  will  become 
the  second  Sara  Lodge  Distinguished 
Visiting  Professor  of  Business  at 
Elizabethtown  College  this  fall  when  he 
teaches  a course  on  the  Principles  of 
Accounting  in  the  Department  of 
Business. 

Lodge  professors,  as  experienced 
business  executives,  integrate  the 
theory  and  practice  through  courses, 
workshops,  seminars,  and  informal 
sessions  to  students  who  aspire  to  top 
management-level  careers. 

Gelson  also  will  advise  the  business 
faculty  on  curriculum  and  program 


development  matters. 

This  fall,  Elizabethtown  is  offering 
a major  program  in  international 
business  for  the  first  time.  One  part  of 
each  student’s  experience  will  be 
having  a senior  business  executive  as  a 
mentor  for  two  years. 

Gelson  is  a member  of  the  advisory 
board  of  business  leaders  who  is 
helping  the  business  faculty  create  the 
international  business  major. 

The  first  Lodge  Professor  was 
William  H.  Alexander,  chairman  of  H.B. 
Alexander  Enterprises,  Harrisburg.  He 
taught  courses  during  the  spring  of 
1992. 

The  endowed  professorship  is 
named  for  the  late  Sara  A.  Lodge  of 
Steelton.  She  was  a 1941  graduate  of 
Elizabethtown  College.  She  and  her  late 
brother,  Dr.  William  H.  Lodge  of 
Hershey,  Pa.,  left  $1.7  million  in  their 
estates  to  the  College  in  1990. 

Gelson  is  a graduate  of  the 
University  of  Notre  Dame.  He  joined 
Hamilton  Watch  Co.  in  1980  as 
executive  vice  president.

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Durnbaugh  Lecture 
Series  Endowed 

A $100,000  endowed  lecture  series  has 
been  created  at  the  College  to  honor 
Donald  and  Hedda  Durnbaugh,  well- 
known  scholars  and  interpreters  of  the 
history  of  Anabaptist  and  Pietist  groups. 

As  Durnbaugh  Lecturers,  speakers 
and  scholars  will  visit  the  Young  Center 
for  the  Study  of  Anabaptist  and  Pietist 
Groups  at  Elizabethtown  each  year  to 
speak  to  students,  faculty,  community, 
and  church  audiences  on  topics  and 
themes  related  to  the  faith,  life,  and 
history  of  Anabaptist  and  Pietist  groups. 

For  the  past  four  years,  Donald 
Durnbaugh  has  been  the  Carl  W. 
Zeigler  Professor  of  Religion  and 
History  at  the  College.  Hedda  Durn- 
baugh served  during  the  same  period 
as  special  collections  librarian  of 
Elizabethtown’s  extensive  collections 


on  the  history  of  the  Church  of  the 
Brethren  that  are  kept  in  the  High 
Library. 

The  Durnbaughs  have  retired  to 
their  home  in  Huntingdon,  Pa.,  but  will 
continue  their  association  with  Eliza- 
bethtown College  as  Young  Center 
Fellows. 

Private  gifts  from  friends  and 
associates  of  the  Young  Center  and  of 
the  Durnbaughs  funded  the  series. 

Donald  Durnbaugh  taught  at  the 
Bethany  Theological  Seminary  in  Oak 
Brook,  111.,  for  26  years.  He  is  the  editor 
of  the  highly  acclaimed,  three-volume 
Brethren  Encyclopedia  and  is  inter- 
nationally recognized  as  the  leading 
historian  of  Brethren  studies. 

Hedda  Durnbaugh  is  a hymnologist 
who  is  active  in  hymn  societies  in  the 
United  States,  Canada,  and  Europe.  She 
has  written  ‘The  German  Hymnody  of 
the  Brethren,  1720-1903,”  and  “Praises 


Resound!,”  a collection  of  poetic 
translations  of  the  hymn  texts  of 
Norway’s  foremost  hymn  writer. 

Seminary  Satellite 

The  Bethany  Theological  Seminary  of 
the  Church  of  the  Brethren  has  estab- 
lished a satellite  office  in  Alpha  Hall  at 
the  College.  It  is  known  as  the  Bethany 
Susquehanna  Valley  Satellite. 

The  satellite  office  is  a joint  project 
of  the  seminary  and  the  Atlantic 
Northeast  and  Southern  Pennsylvania 
districts  of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren. 
About  one-third  of  the  denomination’s 
total  U.S.  membership  lives  within 
commuting  distance  of  Elizabethtown. 

The  center  will  offer  ministerial 
training  for  both  laity  and  clergy. 

John  David  Bowman  is  director  of 
the  office  and  continues  also  as  the  half- 
time pastor  of  Christian  education  at 
the  Lancaster  Church  of  the  Brethren. 
He  is  an  ordained  minister  and  is  a 
graduate  of  Bridgewater  College  and 
Bethany  Theological  Seminary. 

Bethany  Theological  Seminary  is 
moving  from  its  site  in  Oakbrook,  111.,  to 
the  Earlham  School  of  Theology  on  the 
campus  of  Earlham  College  in 
Richmond,  Ind.,  in  the  fall  of  1994.

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Book  Reviews 

James  : Faith  In  Action 

By  David  S.  Young  ’66 
FaithQuest,  Brethren  Press,  1993

This  slim,  77-page  volume  contains  a wealth  of  resources 
for  Bible  study  leaders  and  church  workers. 

It  is  part  of  the  Covenant  Bible  Study  Series,  which  was 
first  developed  for  a denominational  program  in  the  Church 
of  the  Brethren  and  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ). 
This  program,  called  People  of  the  Covenant,  was  founded  on 
the  concept  of  relational  Bible  study,  when  small  groups  of 
people  meet  face  to  face  on  a regular  basis  to  study,  pray, 
share  frankly  with  an  intimate  group,  and  then  decide  how  to 
put  faith  to  work  in  love  and  service. 

This  practical  handbook  is  uniquely  suited  to  the  Book  of 
James,  called  the  most  practical  book  in  the  Bible.  Each 
chapter  begins  with  Personal  Preparation,  followed  by  a 
section  on  Understanding  which  deals  with  content,  and 
ends  with  suggestions  for  Discussion  and  Action.  Additional 
suggestions  for  study  and  group  building  are  provided  in  the 
Sharing  and  Prayer  section. 

The  author,  David  S.  Young,  is  an 
ordained  minister  in  the  Church  of  the 
Brethren.  He  is  a full-time  hospice 
pastor  for  the  Crozer-Chester  Medical 
Center  near  Philadelphia.  His  position 
there  provides  the  opportunity  on  a 
daily  basis  to  put  faith  into  action  by 
offering  comfort,  support,  and  dignity 
to  the  terminally  ill  during  the  last 
phase  of  their  lives. 

He  also  preaches  and  is  active  in 
church  renewal  in  the  Church  of  the  Brethren.  His  deep 
interest  in  the  Book  of  James  grew  out  of  having  grown  up  in 
a household  where  faith  was  more  than  just  strong  belief.  In 
his  home,  there  was  no  “double-mindedness,”  as  James  calls 
it.  Both  his  mother  and  his  grandmother  provided  models  for 
life  of  those  who  put  their  faith  into  action  and  their  love  into 
service  to  others. 

As  one  peruses  this  handbook,  it  is  easy  to  see  why  it  has 
met  with  such  wide  response  in  groups  all  over  the  United 
States  and  Canada.  It  is  immensely  readable.  Young  uses  real 
life  illustrations  and  vignettes  and  draws  on  a wide  range  of 
sources.  This  book  is  a small  gem.

The  Amish  and  the  State

This  excellent  collection  of  essays  on  the  gamut  of  Amish 
church/ state  relations  appears  during  the  tricentennial 
of  Amish  history.  It  is  appropriately  dedicated  to  John  A. 
Hostetler,  whose  definitive  ethnography,  Amish  Society 
appears  this  year  in  its  fourth  edition. 

Thirteen  scholars,  including  the  editor  of  this  volume, 
Donald  B.  Kraybill,  wrote  the  chapters  of  The  Amish  and  the 
State , which  is  augmented  by  a useful  eleven-page  appendix 
containing  an  annotated  listing  of  significant  court  decisions 
affecting  the  Amish.  The  contributors  are  predominantly 
academicans  specializing  in  Amish  studies;  others  are 
practicing  attorneys  and  a Lutheran  clergyman  noted  for  his 
defense  of  Amish  liberties. 

Two  introductory  essays  — one  by  Kraybill  and  the 
other  by  Paton  Yoder  — provide  the 
reader  with  grounding  in  Amish 
history  and  belief  systems,  a requisite 
foundation  if  the  Amish  resistance  to 
what  they  consider  encroachments  by 
the  state  is  to  be  understood.  This 
authoritative  volume  will  likely  guide 
prosecutors  and  judges  in  their  actions 
and  pronouncements  in  future 
encounters  between  governments  and 
the  Amish. 

Successive  chapters  deal  with  the 
issues  of  military  conscription, 
compulsory  schooling,  Social  Security,  traffic  regulations  for 
Amish  horse-and-buggies  (“slow-moving  vehicles”),  health 
care,  and  the  increasingly  demanding  controversies  over 
land  use.  Additional  chapters  describe  the  highly  effective 
national  organization  of  the  Amish  — The  National  Amish 
Steering  Committee  — created  to  provide  a unified  voice  vis- 
a-vis  government  bodies  by  the  otherwise  decentralized 
Amish. 

Except  for  this  committee,  with  its  informal  but 
authoritative  status,  Amish  have  no  overarching  church 
structure.  Rather,  they  depend  on  the  district.  The  district  is 
led  by  a bishop  and  is  composed  of  between  25  and  35 
families  in  concentrated  geographical  areas.  There  are 
currently  about  900  districts  in  North  America.

The  work  of  the  National  Committee  for  Amish  Religious 
Freedom  is  related  by  its  founder,  William  C.  Lindholm,  a 
Lutheran  pastor  in  Michigan.  Because  Amish  regulations 
forbid  members  to  initiate  litigation  to  defend  their  interests, 
it  has  often  been  sympathetic  to  outsiders,  such  as  Pastor 
Lindholm  and  friendly  attorneys,  who  have  stepped  forward 
to  do  so. 

A fair  generalization  is  that  whereas  Amish  liberties  have 
been  secured  in  the  United  States  by  favorable  court  action, 
in  Canada  successful  negotiations  with  government 
bureaucracy  has  had  a similar  effect.  A summary  essay  on 
First  Amendment  issues  was  penned  by  Harrisburg  attorney 
William  B.  Ball,  whose  doughty  defense  of  the  Amish  on  that 
basis  is  well  known. 

Early  on  in  Amish  history,  their  conflicts  with  the  state 
were  marked  by  persecution  at  the  hands  of  autocratic  and 
oppressive  rulers.  Amish  responded  with  submission, 
congruent  with  their  doctrine  of  Gelassenheit  or  nonresistant 
yieldness.  In  search  of  religious  freedom  and  economic 
opportunity,  they  sought  the  friendly  shores  of  North 
America,  particularly  in  Pennsylvania. 

Ironically,  it  is  now  the  smothering  embrace  by  the 
welfare  state  that  brings  the  Amish  to  grief.  Wishing  only  to 
preserve  their  way  of  life  and  belief  in  isolation,  depending  on 
the  church  community  for  material  as  well  as  religious 
security,  the  Amish  are  increasingly  confronted  with 
demands  by  government  agencies  for  adherence  to  complex 
regulations.  These  range,  for  example,  from  those  on  storage 
and  delivery  of  milk,  to  exactly-defined  caution  signs  on  their 


horse-drawn  vehicles,  to  certified  midwives,  to  trained 
schoolteachers,  to  control  of  manure  runoff  from  their  fields 
and  barnlots,  to  workmen’s  compensation,  and  to 
contribution  to  Social  Security. 

The  volume  clearly  demonstrates  how  most  often  these 
and  other  issues  have  been  resolved  through  the  efforts  of 
sympathetic  legislators,  reasonable  bureaucrats,  helpful 
outsiders,  and,  not  least,  by  increasingly  knowledgeable  and 
capable  Amish  leaders. 

A wide  segment  of  the  public,  though  unwilling 
personally  to  adopt  the  stringent  Amish  lifestyle,  treasures 
their  principled  resistance  to  modern  society  and 
understands  the  maintenance  of  their  liberties  as  a guarantee 
for  the  liberties  of  all.  It  has  become  clear  that  vigilance  is 
necessary  to  effect  this,  particularly  in  the  light  of  recent 
restrictive  decisions  by  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court,  as 
chronicled  by  Ball. 

The  book  has  a unity  of  style  and  organization,  a result  of 
the  efforts  of  editor  Kraybill.  Although  there  is  some 
repetition,  as  certain  incidents  and  cases  are  discussed  by 
several  authors  from  their  own  perspectives,  this  redundancy 
was  kept  to  a minimum.  End  notes  provide  additional 
information  to  augment  source  citations  included  in  the  text. 
There  also  are  an  expansive  bibliography  and  a useful  index. 

This  work  will  be  widely  read  in  academia  and  by  the 
general  public,  always  eager  to  learn  more  about  the  Amish.

They  decided  to  remember  and 
honor  one  of  their  classmates  who 
tragically  died  almost  four  years  earlier. 

The  classmate  was  Army  Captain 
John  Philip  Winand,  who  died  in  a 
SCUBA  diving  accident  off  the  coast  of 
Florida  in  March  1989. 

In  a letter  to  the  College  from 
John’s  father,  he  said,  “As  ‘service  to 
others’  was  instilled  in  him  by  the 
College,  John  died  attempting  to  rescue 
a fellow  SCUBA  diver  who  had  become 
entangled  in  underwater  lines.”  It  was 
to  honor  that  spirit  that  members  of  the 
Class  of  1983  contributed  their  reunion 
gifts  in  memory  of  John. 

Laura  Goldy,  a member  of  the 
reunion  committee  and  class  agent, 
presented  the  class  gift  and  read  these 
excerpts  from  a letter  from  John’s 
parents,  Philip  and  Sally  Winand  of 
Hanover,  Pa. 

“As  you  present  your  class  gift 
today  in  memory  of  our  son,  John,  we 
wanted  to  tell  you  how  much  this 


means  to  us.  We  are  deeply  moved. 

“As  you  know,  John  died  in  March 
1989,  and  life  will  never  be  the  same 
without  him.  He  loved  life  and  lived  it 
to  the  fullest.  He  was  very  proud  to 
serve  as  a captain  in  the  army,  as  he 
was  proud  to  serve  as  your  president  in 
your  freshman  year.  He  loved  his 
country,  his  family,  and  his  friends. 

“His  friends  at  Elizabethtown 
College  have  not  let  him  down.  He 
would  have  been  honored  to  know  that 
you  would  dedicate  this  gift  in  his 
memory.  Perhaps  he  knows.” 

Since  the  reunion,  the  Winands 


have  established  an  endowed 
scholarship  in  John’s  name.  The 
Captain  John  P.  Winand  Memorial 
Scholarship  will  perpetually 
commemorate  what  John  stood  for 
during  his  life.

Candles  Are 
His  New  Fame

Bobbing  left  and  right,  up  and 
down,  the  steady  orange  flame 
flickers  before  Richard  Wenger’s  ’48 
dancing  eyes. 

Wenger,  66,  is  burning  his  candle 
at  both  ends,  you  might  say.  The 
retired  minister-turned-hobbyist- 
candlemaker  enjoys  a warm  glow  inside 
after  making  one  of  his  waxy  creations. 

This  candlestick  maker  creates 
molds  from  sand  and  drops  in  his  waxy 
figures  bits  of  wood,  pinecone,  shell 
and  stone  — whatever  nature  provides. 

“Do  I lose  track  of  time?  My  wife 
Marjorie  has  a hard  time  getting  me  to 
eat.  Yes,  I would  say  I lose  track  of 
time,”  said  the  Lorida,  Fla.,  resident. 

And  what  nature  doesn’t  provide, 
Wenger  improvises. 

Take  golf  balls,  for  example.  Lots  of 
them.  He  dropped  about  a dozen  of 
these  duffer  discards  in  one  of  his 
creations. 

And  marbles.  Marbles  glow  with  a 
colorful  cast  as  the  flames  from  the 
wick  burn  lower  and  lower. 

Wenger  started  his  craft  more  than 
20  years  ago  at  the  height  of  the 
candlemaking  craze  during  the  early 
70s. 

His  tools?  A level,  gravy  ladle, 
trowel  and  scraper.  “The  tools  are 
nothing,  but  I call  them  sophisticated.” 

He  has  60  to  70  candles  in  stock, 
including  candles  with  clocks,  candles 
with  planters,  and  candles  with  music 
boxes.  At  one  point,  he  estimates  he 
had  three-quarters  of  a ton  of  wax 
creations  in  stock. 

“All  craftsmen  are  a little  bit  weird,” 
Wenger  smiled  without  apology,  his 
hair  askew  and  shirttail  dangling  as  he 


peered  through  black-rimmed  glasses. 

He  is  retired  after  pastoring  at 
numerous  churches  of  the  Church  of 
the  Brethren  denomination  in  six 
states.  He  went  to  Lorida  more  than 
four  years  ago  because  of  the  church. 

He  waxes  poetic  about  his  hobby 
and  maybe  he  should.  “Fulfilling? 

That’s  why  I do  it,”  he  said  with  a flash 
of  a smile.  “I  can  express  my  creativity. 

I love  to  work  with  my  hands.” 

He  put  aside  his  hobby  for  about 
15  years,  taking  it  up  again  only 
recently.  Now  he  hopes  to  lecture  to 
clubs  and  groups.  He  also  wants  to 
teach  from  his  home,  giving 
demonstrations  and  lessons. 

From  his  candles  permeate  the 
aromas  of  vanilla,  cinnamon,  coconut, 
strawberry,  spruce,  and  even  new- 
mown  hay — at  least  60  types  of  smells 
in  all. 

His  heaviest  candle  weighed  85  lbs. 
— a wedding  present.  His  most 
common,  of  course,  are  the  tapers. 

With  each  of  his  candles  comes 
instructions  for  burning  it  and  a poem. 

And  what  of  a future  project?  He 


beamed:  “A  golf  green  with  an  attached 
trap  with  sand.” 

His  nomination  for  his  most 
unusual  candle?  A bowling  pin  with  a 
ball? 

“I  told  Marjorie  I ought  to 
concentrate  on  making  one  candle,  but 
they’re  all  so  much  fun  to  make. 

“People  are  fascinated  by  it 
(candles  and  candlemaking).  They  love 
to  ask  questions.  They  go  home 
thinking  they  would  make  some,  but 
they  end  up  buying  a couple  from  me.” 

His  wife  nodded.  “Unless  you’re  set 
up  to  make  candles,  they’re  not  that 
easy  to  make,”  he  said. 

But,  it’s  so  much  fun.  “I  bury  a 
piece  of  driftwood  in  the  sand  and  every 
piece  comes  out  differently.  And  it’s  so 
exciting  to  see  what  the  finished 
product  is  going  to  look  like.” 

“Did  he  tell  you  he’s  the  13th  child 
in  his  family  born  on  Friday  the  13th?

Gordie  Foster  ’5 1 
Wins  Number  600 
- for  the  2nd  Time

Gordie  Foster  ’51  built  it  37  years 
ago  and  people  are  still  coming  to 
his  field  of  dreams  — the  high  school 
gym. 

Foster  reached  a major  milestone 
last  winter  — he  got  his  600th  victory 
as  a high  school  basketball  coach.  He 
very  well  might  be  the  first  coach  in 
midstate  Pennsylvania  to  attain  that 
honor. 

Foster  wasn’t  thinking  about  his 
coaching  record  when  he  arrived  at  the 
Elizabethville  gym.  It  hadn’t  been  that 
long  ago  that  he  was  honored  for 
reaching  his  600th  victory  overall  - a 
mark  that  included  his  seven  years  of 
being  head  coach  at  Lebanon  Valley 
College. 

“I  wondered  why  there  were  so 
many  people  in  the  gym  on  a Tuesday 
night,”  Foster  said.  “When  I saw  so 
many  of  my  former  players,  that’s  when 
I realized  what  it  was  all  about.” 

Foster  can  remember  when  there 
were  very  few  fans  in  the  gym.  He  can 
even  remember  when  there  wasn’t  a 
gym. 

This  man’s  coaching  career  started 
in  the  tiny  Dauphin  County  town  of 
Gratz.  He  was  fresh  out  of  Elizabeth- 
town College.  Some  kids  from  town 
wanted  to  play  basketball,  but  there  was 
no  place  to  play. 

“We  went  to  a blacksmith  and  got 
him  to  make  rims  and  backboards  and 
weld  them  to  posts  for  us,”  Foster 
recalled.  “We  cleaned  up  and  area  for 
an  outdoor  court.  The  kids  went  out  to 
one  of  the  mountains  and  chopped 
down  the  trees  and  sold  the  wood  to 


raise  money  for  balls  and  uniforms. 

“We  played  some  of  the 
neighboring  teams.  The  first  time  we 
won  you  would  think  it  was  a state 
championship.” 

It  wasn’t  long  before  the 
superintendent  of  nearby  Lykens  High 
School  came  to  see  this  coach  with  a 
team  but  without  a gym.  He  offered 
Foster  a job  as  assistant  coach  and  the 
rest,  as  they  say,  is  history. 

With  all-stater  Terry  McGovern 
leading  the  charge,  Lykens  became  one 
of  the  best  small-school  teams  in  the 
state.  Foster  kept  winning  right 
through  the  the  area’s  schools 
transition  to  LIpper  Dauphin  Joint  and 
finally  to  Upper  Dauphin  Area. 

In  37  years  of  coaching,  Foster 
has  never  missed  a practice  or  a game 
because  of  illness. 

‘The  Man  Upstairs  took  good  care 
of  me,”  Foster  said.  “It’s  ironic  that  the 
one  year  I took  off  was  the  only  time  I 
had  a health  problem.  I went  in  for  a 
routine  checkup  just  before  Christmas 
in  1989  and  they  found  a growth.  I had 


surgery  and  everything  is  fine.” 

Foster  admits  to  being  a thief  when 
it  comes  to  coaching.  For  37  years,  he’s 
been  stealing  a little  of  this  and  a little 
of  that  from  the  top  minds  in  basketball. 

“I  used  to  go  to  (basketball)  camp 
for  six  to  eight  weeks  every  summer,” 
said  Foster.  “I  got  to  work  under  people 
like  Bobby  Knight,  John  Wooden,  Bill 
Foster,  and  Chuck  Daly. 

“A  good  coach  steals  something 
from  everybody.  I got  all  of  my  presses 
from  Wooden.  I’m  still  using  some  of 
the  out-of-bounds  plays  those  coaches 
used  20  years  ago.  I remember  picking 
up  ideas  for  a 1-3-1  press.  That  was  all 
we  used  for  a while.  Why  should  we 
change?  We  won  51  straight  games.” 

In  his  seven  years  at  Lebanon 
Valley,  Foster  discovered  that  coaching 
at  the  college  level  wasn't  his  cup  of  tea. 
He  enjoyed  the  two  trips  the  team  made 
to  Europe,  but  he  didn’t  get  the  same 
kind  of  enjoyment  he  gets  from 
coaching  high  school  players. 

“I  enjoy  high  school  more  because 
there’s  so  much  more  teaching  at  this

In  the  2 1/2  years  since  he  was 

named  Schuylkill  Valley  (Pa.)  School 
District  superintendent,  Dr.  Joseph  S. 
Yarworth  '66  has  faced  a budget  crisis, 
tackled  a $17  million-plus  building 
project  that  drew  the  vehement  opposi- 
tion of  taxpayers,  and  pulled  the 
community  through  a 14-day  teacher 
strike. 

He  says  he  is  having  the  time  of  his 
life. 

“I’d  be  lying  if  I told  you  I didn’t 
enjoy  some  of  the  tension,  the 
excitement,  the  anxiety  that  comes  with 
a leadership  role,”  Yarworth  said. 
“Bureaucracy  is  boring.  Change  is  fun.” 

Sure,  he  agreed,  it  would  have  been 
nice  if  the  hotly  disputed  teacher 
contract  had  been  settled  within  two 
negotiating  sessions,  and  certainly 
instant  public  approval  of  the  district- 
wide building  project  would  have  been 
preferable. 

But  for  a man  who  served  in  the 
Vietnam  War,  these  are  the  little 
battles.  They  are  the  vicissitudes  of 
day-to-day  life  that  he  watches  carefully 
from  a bemused  distance,  reminding 
himself  regularly  that  this  is  the  easy 
stuff,  and  one  should  never  take  himself 
too  seriously. 

“You  run  to  the  problems,”  he 
added.  “You  don’t  run  from  them.” 

Throughout  his  life,  47-year-old 
Yarworth  has  either  rushed  forward  to 
face  challenges  or  has  been  handed  and 
gladly  accepted  them.  After  graduating 
from  Elizabethtown  College  in  1966,  he 
taught  German  and  English  in  the 
Phoenixville  (Pa.)  Area  School  District, 
then  German  in  the  North  Schuylkill 
School  District.

He  studied  guidance  at  Bucknell 
University,  then  put  his  educational 
career  on  hold  in  1969.  He  enlisted  in 
the  U.S.  Air  Force  and  was  sent  to  work 
as  an  instructor  for  the  Defense 
Language  Institute  at  Lackland  Air 
Force  Base  in  Texas.  That  assignment 
led  him  to  become  a military  advisor  to 
the  Military  Assistance  Command  in 
Vietnam. 

He  never  saw  combat.  But  being  in 
Vietnam  and  coming  home  altered  his 
value  system,  nonetheless. 

“Once  you’ve  been  through  an 
experience  like  that,"  Yarworth  said, 
“there  are  very  few  things  to  scare  you. 
Every  other  problem  just  pales  in 
comparison.” 

er  returning  to  civilian  life  and 
earning  his  Ph.D.  degree  in  educational 
administration  at  the  University  of 
Connecticut,  he  became  a curriculum 
specialist.  Later,  he  was  appointed 
director  of  curriculum  and  planning  at 
the  Schuylkill  Intermediate  Unit. 

In  1982  he  began  his  educational 
service  in  Berks  County  as  assistant 
superintendent  of  the  Muhlenberg 
School  District  — working  side-by-side 


with  the  man  he  calls  his  mentor. 
Superintendent  Dr.  James  E.  Morrell. 

“It  was  like  a whole  new  set  of 
doors  opening,”  he  said  of  the 
experience.  “If  there’s  anything  that  has 
helped  my  career  it  was  serving  with 
Jim  Morrell  for  eight  years.” 

That  fact  made  it  all  the  more 
surprising  when  Yarworth  accepted  the 
post  as  superintendent  at  Schuylkill 
Valley,  with  Morrell’s  retirement 
expected  within  years.  And  equally 
surprising  — and  to  his  credit,  when 
Morrell  recently  announced  his 
upcoming  resignation,  Yarworth 
declined  the  offer  the  Muhlenberg 
School  Board  made  to  him  to  return  to 
head  the  highly  respected  district. 

Yarworth  said  he  dropped  his  ego 
to  continue  down  the  road  he  had 
chosen  — complete  with  all  its 
management  pitfalls  and  roadblocks  at 
Schuylkill  Valley. 

He  has  fared  well  throughout. 
Schuylkill  Valley  Education  Association 
President  Dennis  C.  Stewart  said 
Yarworth  has  consistently  pushed  for 
educational  advancement.  J.  Wendell 
Yoder,  school  board  president,  said  the 
board  always  knows  where  Yarworth 
stands. 

His  focus  on  the  process  — and  not 
on  the  personalities  — earned  him 
respect  from  both  parties  as  a strike  by 
teachers  began  to  create  hostilities  in 
the  community.  As  tension  rose, 
Yarworth  came  out  of  the  ordeal 
amazingly  unscathed. 

His  main  concern  following  the 
strike  was  the  depth  of  the  wounds. 

‘The  length  of  the  healing  time 
worries  me,  but  there  will  come  a point 
when  school  will  go  on,”  he  said.  ‘The 
issues  will  be  resolved  and  Schuylkill 
Valley  School  District  will  indeed 
survive.”  ■

A bust  of  “the  Immortal  Bard,” 

William  Shakespeare,  symbolizes 
the  tradition  of  quality  education  at 
Mount  Carmel  Area  High  School. 

It  was  presented  to  the  English 
department  by  the  Class  of  1910.  The 
bust,  like  the  educational  tradition,  has 
been  handed  down  through  succeeding 
generations  of  English  teachers. 

For  years,  it  sat  in  a place  of  honor 


in  the  classsroom  of  Virginia  Kachel. 
‘The  bust  of  Shakespeare  was  given  to 
me  by  my  English  teacher,  Miss 
Kachel,  upon  her  retirement,”  said 
William  Toy  ’67,  who  has  been  teaching 
English  at  Mount  Carmel  Area  for  the 
past  26  years.  “It  is  an  artifact  which  I 
prize  and  will  pass  on  to  my  successor.” 

Bill  is  a 1963  graduate  of  Mount 
Carmel  Joint  High  School.  After 
earning  his  bachelor’s  degree  at 
Elizabethtown,  he  returned  to  his  Alma 
Mater  to  teach.  He  went  on  to  earn 
another  B.A.  degree  in  English,  history, 
and  political  science,  and  an  M.A. 
degree  at  Bloomsburg  University. 

At  Mount  Carmel,  he  teaches  all 
the  academic  10th  and  11th  grade 
English-American  literature  classes. 

“I  like  to  blend  humor  with  today’s 
literature  in  order  to  stimulate  the 
student’s  interest  in  literature,”  he  said. 
“I  enjoy  injecting  humor  into  my 
teaching. 

“The  subject  I teach  can  be,  at 
times,  rather  dry,  boring  or  misleading 


to  the  kids.  I try  to  make  it  interesting 
by  making  the  class  fun.  I use  the  old 
quote,  ‘What  is  life  without  laughter.’” 

Toy  tries  to  get  his  students  to 
enjoy  learning  English  as  much  as  he 
enjoys  teaching  the  subject.  The 
students  sense  that,  and  respond  in 
kind. 

“I  have  very  few,  if  any,  discipline 
problems,”  said  Toy.  “I’ve  been  blessed 
with  students  who  have  a good  study 
ethic  handed  down  by  parents  who 
encourage  their  kids  to  study. 

“Most  of  the  parents  care  about 
their  kids’  education.  That  is  why  so 
many  of  them  excel  at  our  high  school 
and  later  on  at  the  better  colleges  and 
universities.  You  have  to  give  credit  to 
the  parents  who  instill  in  their  children 
a good  education  ethic,”  he  said.  ■

There  isn’t  a TV  set  hanging  above 
the  bar  at  Jethro’s.  It  would  disrupt 
the  ambiance. 

In  a place  like  Jethro’s  — where 
friendly  conversation,  good  food  and 
quenching  drinks  are  commonplace  — 
anything  that  threatens  the  “non- 
threatening” atmosphere  isn’t  welcome. 
It’s  where  the  owner  treats  customers 
as  friends. 

Jen  and  Bob  Esbenshade  75 
opened  the  55-seat  bar  and  restaurant 
in  September  1992  after  the  former 
owner  closed  it  in  1991  for  personal 
reasons.  After  a thorough 
housecleaning  and  a few  appetizing 
additions,  the  husband  and  wife  team 
unlocked  the  door  on  First  and  Ruby 
streets  in  Lancaster  and  welcomed  local 
residents  to  come  inside. 

“The  appearance  is  easy  to  fall  in 
love  with,”  Jen  says  as  she  walks 
through  the  very  cozy,  earth-toned 
dining  room,  lined  with  “for-sale” 
pictures  by  local  artists. 

“On  any  given  night,”  Bob  says, 
“you  can  come  to  the  bar  and  sit  beside 
a stockbroker,  an  Armstrong  executive, 
or  a musician.  It’s  an  eclectic  crowd  but 
always  interesting." 

The  Esbenshades  are  no  strangers 
to  the  restaurant  business,  or  for  that 
matter,  to  Jethro’s.  Both  worked  at 
Jethro’s  before  it  closed  — Bob  tended 
bar  and  Jen  worked  in  the  kitchen  and 
waited  on  tables  for  a few  years,  before 
graduating  from  culinary  school. 

Now  — although  Jen  still  prepares 


the  menu  and  Bob  still  tends  bar  — 
their  responsibilities  have  increased. 

But  it  doesn’t  affect  them.  Despite 
their  strong  backgrounds  in  the  food 
and  beverage  industry,  the 
Esbenshades  say  the  key  to  success  is 
in  their  simple  business  philosophy. 

“We  try  to  make  sure  everyone 
treats  everyone  as  a good  friend,”  Bob 
says.  “It  comes  from  the  top  down.  All 
the  owners  in  the  past  had  treated  the 
establishment  with  a lot  of  respect. 
They  also  expected  the  same  from  their 
employees.” 

Jen,  speaking  from  experience, 
adds  that  that  includes  respect  for  the 
employees. 

“It’s  a small  business,”  she  says. 
‘The  employees  and  owners  are  a 
close-knit  family.  They  care  and  it 
shows.” 

Jethro’s  employs  five  full-time 
workers.  The  two  waitresses,  besides 
waiting  on  tables,  work  one  day  a week 
in  the  kitchen,  learning  hands-on 
culinary  experience. 

“It’s  important  for  the  customers  to

see  that  the  staff  is  so  knowledgeable,” 
Jen  says.  “If  a customer  has  a question 
the  waitresses  don’t  have  to  run  to  the 
kitchen.  It’s  great  from  a waitress’ 
standpoint.” 

The  restaurant  offers  a variety  of 
appetizers,  salads,  entrees,  light  fares 
and  desserts.  There  are  daily  specials 
and  drink  suggestions.  Entree 
selections  include  a 12-ounce  grilled 
New  York  Strip,  a 10-ounce  loin  cut 
lamb,  Cajun  Shepherd’s  pie,  or  fresh 
fish  and  seafood,  to  name  a few.  “The 
New  Death  By  Chocolate”  heads  the 
dessert  list. 

“It’s  a great  place  to  get  a bite  to 
eat,”  Bob  says.  “It’s  a nice  social  place. 
People  come  for  the  ambiance  and 
food.” 

And  Jen  adds,  “We  have  to  deliver 
that.”  ■

Mary  Schmidt  79 
Studies  Impact  of 
AIDS  Medications

Dr.  Mary  E.  Schmidt  79,  an 

infectious  disease  specialist  at  the 
Fairfax  Traveler’s  Clinic  in  Annandale, 
Va.,  visited  the  College  March  20-22,  as 
the  1993  Alumni  Fellow. 

The  private  group  practice  she  is 
involved  with  is  a tertiary,  or  major 
trauma  center. 

For  the  past  nine  years,  Schmidt 
has  worked  very  closely  with  AIDS 
patients.  She  is  now  engaged  in  two 
AIDS-related  clinical  studies  to  test 
medications  used  to  fight  the  AIDS 
virus. 

One  study  is  a clinical  trial, 
involving  the  use  of  the  gpl60  vaccine. 
The  second  involves  a new  anti- 
retroviral drug  called  d4T. 

Schmidt  explains  that  an  anti- 
retroviral drug  is  used  because  AIDS  is 
a retrovirus,  meaning  it  decodes 
backwards. 

“We  give  the  medications  to 
patients  and  monitor  their  progress, 
hoping  they  will  do  well,”  says  Schmidt. 

“I  do  not  see  a cure  for  AIDS 
coming  for  a very,  very  long  time.  We 
don’t  yet  quite  understand  how  it 
changes  itself  or  its  own  genetics  to 
evade  the  medicine  we  currently  have 
...  the  AIDS  virus  always  seems  to  be 
smarter  than  our  strategies. 

“What  we  have  done  is  to  succeed 
in  improving  and  extending  people’s 
lives.  We  keep  infections  from 
occurring  and  keep  AIDS  patients 
healthier  longer.  It’s  not  the  actual 
AIDS  virus  that  kills  people  — it’s  the 
infections  they  contract  as  a result  of 
the  virus,  which  break  down  their 


immunity  systems,”  Schmidt  explains. 

She  adds,  “A  couple  of  things  I’ve 
seen  in  the  media  about  AIDS  have 
concerned  me  lately  ...  I think  people 
are  misinterpreting  what  they  read  or 
hear.  Even  though  a majority  of  the 
people  with  AIDS  are  gay  or  intra- 
venous drug  users,  there  are  increasing 
numbers  of  people  in  middle  America 
contracting  AIDS.  More  and  more 
heterosexuals  are  contracting  AIDS.” 

AIDS  research  is  just  one  area  of 
medicine  of  concern  to  Schmidt. 

Health  care  reform  is  another. 

“I  do  think  we  need  health  care 
reform  in  our  country  ...  and  I do  think 
people  in  health  care,  in  general,  are 
aware  there’s  a problem,”  she  says. 

“I  don’t  think  government  should 
have  a hand  at  all  in  medicine  or  health 
care.  The  government  should  not  be 
telling  physicians  how  to  give  medicine. 
No  one  who’s  not  in  the  health  care 
field  should  be  determining  how 
medication  is  administered,”  Schmidt 
states  firmly. 


“Everyone  has  a right  to  health 
care.  The  major  problem  is  that  the 
very  poor  working  class  can’t  afford 
health  care,  either  because  their 
employers  don’t  provide  it  or  they  can’t 
afford  to  pay  the  cost  of  health 
insurance  themselves. 

“In  general,  the  very  poor  are  taken 
care  of  by  government-funded  Medicaid 
programs  and  the  wealthier  people  can 
afford  more  than  adequate  health  care,” 
Schmidt  believes.  It  is  the  massive 
middle  sector  of  people  that  is  being 
most  affected  by  the  staggering  costs  of 
medicine. 

“The  money  for  reform  is  going  to 
have  to  come  from  everybody’s  pocket. 
And  there  are  going  to  have  to  be  cuts 
in  costs  and  services.  Some  cuts  are 
going  to  have  to  be  taken  by  physicians 
themselves.  Overall,  1 think  patient  care 
is  going  to  be  hurt  to  some  extent," 
Schmidt  speculates. 

Another  current  problem,  Schmidt 
says,  is  many  people  don’t  know  where 
to  find  medical  resources.  She  thinks

greater  publicity  efforts  need 
to  be  made  to  let  people  know 
of  the  facilities  available  to 
them,  such  as  free  clinics. 

Too  many  people  often  don’t 
take  advantage  of  these 
resources  out  of  ignorance, 
Schmidt  says. 

Although  now  set  in  her 
medical  career,  Schmidt  says 
she  wasn’t  always  sure  of  her 
plans.  She  recalls  that  when 
she  first  came  to 
Elizabethtown  College  she 
wanted  to  be  a medical 
technician. 

Her  future  began  to  take 
a new  twist  when  she  decided 
to  switch  her  major  to  social 
work  in  her  sophomore  year. 
Summer  work  experiences  at 
a local  welfare  department, 
however,  changed  Schmidt’s 
mind  again. 

“I  got  so  depressed.  No 
matter  what  I did,  there  was 
nothing  I could  do  for  some 
of  the  people,”  she 
remembers. 

“With  a little  coaching 
from  Dr.  Frank  Polanowski 
(biology)  and  my  family,  I 
decided  to  become  a 
physician  and  was  lucky 
enough  to  succeed. 
Interestingly,  the  social  work 
part  still  sneaks  in  — I want 
to  be  sure  my  patients’  lives 
are  in  order,  to  make  sure 
that  they’re  more  than  just 
physically  healthy.”  ■

No  Surprise

Only  one  person  was  surprised 
when  cross  country  star  Fidelis 
Femu  ’95  of  Kenya  established  himself 
last  fall  as  the  Blue  Jays’  strongest 
distance  runner. 

It  was  Femu  himself. 

As  a sprinter  in  high  school, 
specializing  in  the  400-meter  run,  “I 
never  even  considered  running  longer 
distances.  I just  assumed  it  would  be 
too  tough,”  he  recalls. 

It  didn’t  surprise  Head  Coach  Dale 
Luy  who  had  prodded  Femu  for  months 
to  come  out  for  the  team.  He  knew  that 
the  sophomore  business  management 
major  possessed  tremendous  athletic 
talent. 

Luy’s  confidence  stemmed  from 
Femu’s  accomplishments  as  a sprinter 
at  Milton  Hershey  School. 

Kenya  is  the  East  African  nation 
known  for  its  great  long-distance 
runners,  including  several  running 
legends,  such  as  Kip  Keino,  Henry 
Rono,  and  Mike  Boit.  Kenyans  love 
distance  running  in  the  same  way  that 
Americans  love  baseball  and  Canadians 
love  hockey.  Since  Kenya  gained  its 
independence  from  England  in  1963,  it 
has  produced  32  Olympic  medalists  (12 
gold)  — despite  boycotting  the  1976 
and  1980  games. 

XYip  Keino  was  everyone’s  hero 
growing  up;  every  kid  in  Kenya  wants 
to  be  a track  and  field  star,”  noted 
Femu  about  his  country’s  rich  running 
tradition. 

Running  came  naturally  to  Femu.  It 
also  resulted  out  of  necessity. 

A member  of  the  Tatia  tribe  native 
to  southern  Kenya,  he  often  ran  the 
three  miles  to  his  home  when  he  didn’t 
have  money  for  the  bus.  He  didn’t  run 
competitively  in  his  homeland  because,

he  says,  “My  school  did  not  have  a 
track,  so  I played  soccer  instead.” 

Part  of  the  mystique  that  surrounds 
Kenyan  runners  is  that  their  success  is 
due  to  their  habit  of  high  altitude 
training.  Femu  is  a believer.  “Back 
home,  everyone  always  talks  about  high 
altitude  training  and  what  it  has  done 
for  Kenyan  runners.”  He  adds,  “1  guess 
you  can’t  argue  with  the  results.  When  I 
was  growing  up,  we  always  played 
soccer  near  Mount  Kilimanjaro.  The 
thin  air  never  bothered  us.” 

Femu  has  had  to  make  an 
environmental  adjustment  to  the  cooler 
Pennsylvania  temperatures.  “I  run 


much  better  in  hot  weather.  It  becomes 
tough  late  in  the  season  when  the 
temperature  gets  below  60  or  50 
degrees.” 

Even  though  Femu  has  only  run 
competitively  for  the  past  five  years,  he 
faces  high  expectations  because  of  his 
Kenyan  heritage. 

“It’s  a little  upsetting  that  a lot  of 
people  expect  Fidelis  to  do  well  just 
because  he’s  from  Kenya,”  said  Luy. 
“People  don’t  realize  that  he  has  only 
had  a couple  of  years  of  formal  training. 
Fidelis  is  really  a baby  to  the  sport. 
Every  race,  every  practice  is  a learning 
experience  for  him.” 

All  that  aside,  Femu  has  proven  to 
be  a quick  study.  As  a high  school 
senior  at  Milton  Hershey,  he  qualified 
for  the  Pennsylvania  state  champion- 
ships in  the  400-meter  race  with  only 
two  years  of  training  behind  him.  At  E- 
town  last  fall,  he  was  the  top  finisher  in 
eight  of  the  Jays’  ten  cross  country 
meets  over  the  five-mile  course. 

Although  a late-season  injury 
hampered  his  performance  in  the 
Middle  Atlantic  Conference 
championships,  he  still  was  named  the 
team’s  most  valuable  performer. 

Being  a member  of  the  cross 
country  team  has  helped  Femu  adjust 
to  American  college  life.  As  a freshman, 
he  met  many  of  the  team  members 
through  his  participation  in  the  track 
and  field  club. 

He  especially  credits  Mark 
Scharr  ’92,  captain  of  the  1991  cross 
country  team,  with  helping  him 
succeed  at  Elizabethtown. 

“I  was  disappointed  to  find  out  that 
E-town  didn’t  have  a varsity  track  team. 
If  I wanted  to  continue  running 
competitively,  cross  country  was  my 
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only  choice.  Mark  and  a lot  of  the  guys 
on  the  team  convinced  me  to  give  it  a 
try,”  he  recalls. 

Much  of  Femu’s  subsequent 
success  stems  from  his  tireless  work 
habits.  Even  during  the  off-season,  he 
runs  up  to  50  miles  a week  and  adheres 
to  a strict  weight  lilting  regimen. 

“Running  has  really  helped  me  with 
my  discipline  and  my  morale,”  he  says. 
“Cross  country  makes  me  feel  like  I am 
contributing  something  to  the  college 
community.” 

Handling  the  academic  pressures 
of  college  and  running  competitively 
have  not  been  a problem  for  Femu.  “My 
parents  were  a little  worried  that  my 
schoolwork  would  suffer.  They  wanted 


me  to  concentrate  on  that.  But  my 
grades  have  actually  gone  up  since  I 
started  running  again,”  he  said. 

Following  graduation,  Femu  plans 
to  return  to  Kenya  to  work. 

When  he  speaks  of  his  future,  the 
competitive  drive  that  has  helped  him 
succeed  in  running  and  in  the 
classroom  shines  through.  “I  just  want 
to  keep  pushing  myself  to  see  how  far  I 
can  go,  as  a runner  and  as  a student.” 

With  that  type  of  drive  and  his 
natural  running  talent,  he  is  sure  to  go 
far. 

No  one  should  be  surprised.  ■

The  undefeated  campaign  was  the 
first  recorded  by  a winter  sports  team 
since  the  women’s  basketball  squad 
was  11-0-1  in  1935-36. 

Soccer  Wizards 

Five  former  Elizabethtown  soccer 
standouts  are  playing  for  the  Delaware 
Wizards,  an  expansion  franchise  team 
in  the  United  States  Interregional 
Soccer  League. 

Jim  Berry  ’86,  Chris  Morgan 
’91,  Tim  Jones  ’92,  Eric  Smith  ’93, 
and  Pat  Walsh  ’93,  all  Delaware 
natives,  were  among  the  27  players 
who  were  selected  for  the  Wizards 
inaugural  season,  which  began  April  23. 
Walsh,  E-town’s  all-time  leader  in 
assists,  set-up  the  winning  goal  in  the 
Wizards  2-1  victory  over  Baltimore  in 
their  opening  game. 

The  USISL  is  a professional  league 
with  43  teams  in  17  states.  Players’ 
salaries  are  based  on  percentage  of  gate 
receipts. 

A New  MAC 

The  16-college-member  Middle  Atlantic 
Conference  will  have  a new  look  in 
1993-94  — having  been  reorganized 
into  two,  eight-team  leagues. 

Elizabethtown  will  compete  in  the 
Commonwealth  League  in  all  sports 
with  Albright,  Juniata,  Lebanon  Valley, 
Messiah,  Moravian,  Susquehanna,  and 
Widener 

Delaware  Valley,  Drew,  FDU- 
Madison,  King’s,  Lycoming,  Scranton, 
Upsala,  and  Wilkes  make  up  the 
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Freedom  League. 

Overall  MAC  champions  will  be 
determined  by  a four-team  playoff 
format,  featuring  league  winners  and 
runners-up  in  most  sports. 

The  MAC  is  the  oldest  and  still  one 
of  the  largest  sports  conferences  in  the 
NCAA.

And  the  women’s  softball  team  was 
recognized  as  having  the  top  grade 
point  average  among  the  spring  sports 
teams. 

MAC  Championship 

The  Elizabethtown  baseball  team 
captured  the  Middle  Atlantic  Confer- 
ence championship  with  a dramatic,  6-3 
victory  over  Johns  Hopkins  in  15 
innings. 

The  Blue  Jays  trailed  Hopkins,  3-1 
with  two  outs  in  the  top  of  the  ninth 
inning,  before  Dave  Arpa  ’94, 
making  the  most  of  E-town’s  last 
chance,  belted  a two-run  homer  over 
the  left-center  field  fence  to  force  the 
game  into  extra-innings.  Pitcher  Eric 
Toomey  ’94  went  the  distance  for  the 
victory,  marking  the  second-longest, 
single-game  pitching  effort  in  NCAA 
history. 

The  Jays  advanced  to  the  NCAA 
Division  III  playoffs  where  they  were 
eliminated  after  losing,  8-4,  to  Rowan 
(N.J.)  and  10-4  in  a rematch  with  Johns 
Hopkins. 


More  Playing  Fields 

Two  more  playing  fields  were  created 
this  spring  and  summer  south  of  the 
soccer  field  and  the  new  Schreiber 
Quad.  One  of  the  fields  is  adjacent  to 
the  new  soccer-size  field  that  was 
seeded  last  fall.

other  construction  projects.  It  is 
adjacent  to  the  woodlands  bordering 
Campus  Road  and  the  College’s 
southern  property  line.

said. 

Foster  is  no  longer  a classroom 
teacher;  he  now  does  all  his  teaching  on 
the  court.  He  now  is  also  a travel  agent 
for  a bank. 

Foster  said  this  was  one  of  the 
most  enjoyable  years  he’s  had  in 
coaching,  and  it’s  not  just  because  his 
Trojans  finished  the  1992-93  season 
with  a 23-3  record,  winning  the  Tri- 
Valley  League  title  and  advancing  to  the 
quarterfinals  of  the  PIAA  District  3 AA 
tournament. 

“Our  Roundball  Club  has  been  so 
supportive  they  make  it  easy  for  me,” 
Foster  said.  “We  took  the  kids  to  the 
preseason  NIT  tournament  to  see 


Knight’s  Indiana  team  play.  That’s  a 
great  incentive  for  our  guys.  Many  of 
them  are  already  getting  college  credits 
for  some  courses.  They  played  the  best 
defense  of  any  group  I’ve  had. 

“I  think  it  was  Wooden  who  told  me 
one  time  that  he  was  a great  believer  in 
good  luck,  but  that  he  noticed  the 
harder  he  worked,  the  luckier  he 
seemed  to  get.” 

Foster’s  high  school  record  stands 
at  609  wins  and  just  145  losses. 

That  kind  of  achievement  is  clearly 
much  more  than  just  good  luck.  ■
